It is reported that C. Gorham 
has been tendered the posi of Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. It is to be hoped 
that the report is net true. 

—Wendell, now Treasurer of New York 
State, has been offered and has accepted the 
Receivership of the Universal Life-Insurance 
Company of New York Ci-y. 

—— Diphtheria, scarlet-fevef, and small-pox 
are creating great havoc in Central and South- 
ern Russia, cutting off thous@mds, The rav- 
ages of the diseases are greater than any 
hithereto known. 

——Mr. Sackville West, the newly-appoint- 
ed British Minister o the United States, pre- 
sented his credentials to President Arthur 
yesterday. He was introduced by Secretary 
Blaine. The usual complimentary speeches 
passed. 

It is now believed that ninety of the 114 
Republican members of the lowa Lvzisia- 
ture favor the Hon. James F. Wilson for Sen- 
ator, and the chances are that he will be 
nominated by acclamation. A nomination is 
equivalent to an election. 

——The Merritton Cotton Mills, at Mer- 
rittun. Ont., valued at $45,000, and insured 
for $23,000, were destroyed by fire yesterday. 
Rock & Trumps’ flouring mill, near Piqua, 
O., valued at $25,000, and insured for $15,000, 
was reduced to ashes Saturday night. 

——The Marquis of Lorne arrived at Bir- 
kenhead, England, yesterday, where he was 
met by the Princess Louise, with whom he 
proceeded to the residence of the Duke of 
Westminster. They were cheered by the 
populace. There were rejoicings at Chester 
also. 

——President Arthur has atcepted Attor- 
ney-General MacVeagh’s resignation. The 
employés of the Department of Justice 
waited on Mr. Mac Veagh yesterday and made 
their offgial farewells. Svlicitor-General 
Phillips will be Acting-Attorney-General 
until a new appointinent is made, 

——John J. Orton, a member of the Mil- 
waukee bar, was disbarred yesterday by 
Judge Small, ot the Milwaukee Circuit 
Court, for unprofessional conduct. Orton 
took che matter rather coolly, and gave no- 
tice of an appeal to the Supreme Court, of 
which his brother is one of the Judges. 

The Chicago Presbytery at the meeting 
of yesterday passed resolutions of regret at the 
death of the Rev. Z. M. Humphrey, of Cin- 
cinnati, and resolved to attendethe funeral 
in a body as a mark of great respect for the 
deceased personally, as well as in apprecia- 
tion of the great loss which the Church has 
sustained by his death. 

——W. W. O’Brien, the well-known crimi- 
nal lawyer, was arrested by a Chicago police 
oflicer yesterday for disorderly conduct in 
interfering with brother officets while in the 
discharge of their duties. He was admttted 
to bail. The offense Was a * one, and 
the arrest is thought to be the result of ill- 
feeling between O’ Brien and the police force. 


——The National Tariff Convention, to be 
held in New York City on the 29th and 30th 
of this month, is creating considerable inter- 
est. More than 450 delegates have been 
elected already. It is thought $1,000,000,000 
invested in manufactures will be repre- 
sented, while the mechanical, laboring, and 
farming classes will have large representa- 
tion. 

——The Socialists continue to make gains 
on the second ballots in Germany. Yester- 
day Dietz, Socialist, was elected in Ham- 
burg, and Frohme at Hainau, and it is prob- 
able that a seat will be obtained for Bebel, 
one of the ablest of the Socialist leaders. 
The anti-Jewish Court parson, Stoecker, has 
succeeded in obtaining a seat after many de- 
feats. 

—— Mayor Harrison sent in his veto to the 
ordinance authorizing the printing of the 
city ordinances in German at a meeting of 
the Council last night. The veto is based on 
the ground that the charter only authorizes 
the printing of the ordinances in English. 
An attempt to pass the ordinance over the 
veto failed by a vote of 22 to 11, not the nec- 
cessary two-thirds. 

——The Board of Cook County Commis- 
sioners by a vote of 6 to 9 refused yesterday 
to pass Mr. Senne’s resolutions for a reor- 
ganization of the board committees, and by a 
vote of 11 to 4 decided to dispense with the 
services of Superintendent Handley. Acom- 
munication was received from Sheriff Mann 
notifying the board that he would require a 
higher price for dieting prisoners next year. 

——Arrangements are said to have been 
perfected between the distillers of Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Missouri, and other States to 
limit the amount of whisky manufactured, 
and thus enhance the value. It is expected 
that the details of the arrangement will be 
perfected in Chicago tomorrow. Buffalo 
Miller has charge of the arrangements, it is 
said. Prices, it is believed, will advance 
about Dec. 1. 

—Arxrangements have been concluded be- 
tween the lessees of the Chicago Driving 
Park and Messrs. S. K. Dow, H. V. Bemis, J. 
II. Saunders, D. L. Hall, and Alvin Hulbert, by 
which the gentlemeu named will have abso- 
lute possession of the grounds, the improve- 
ments, club houses, and other appurtenances 
between the 25th of August and the Ist of 
October, for the purposes of holding a Chi- 
cago Fair each year. 

——A number of documents are said to 
have been discovered in the premises of one 
John Tobin, in a suburb of Bradford, En- 
gland, which contain a list of the Fenian 
organizers now in Great Britain and Ireland. 
and some account of their doings. A mys- 
terious box, received by a Yorkshire mem- 
ber of Parliament, and which caused that 
person much anxiety, turns out to bea box 
of guano samples sent to him by an Amer- 
ican firm, and not an infernal machine con- 
trived by Rossa or Crowe. 

ohn O'Leary, an ex-Fenian and a 
chronic fault-finder, has written from his 
present quarters in Paris to an Irish news- 
paper condemning the Irish Land-Leaguers 
for their abuse of Messrs. Gladstone and 
Forster. He thinks that Gladstone is enti- 
tled to credit for passing the Land bill, and 
that Forster is not a very bad sort of a per-

Ihe United States Supreme Court, in 
the case of Francis H. Barton vs. John Bar- 
bour, has held that where a court of one 
State has a railroad or other property in its 
possession for administration and appoints a 
Receiver to aid in the performance of its 
duty by carrying on the business to which 
the property is adapted, a court of another 
State has no jurisdiction to entertain suit 
agaiust such Receiver for cause of action 
arising in the State in which he is appointed, 
and in which the property in his possession 
is situated, based on his negligence or the 
negligence of his subordinates in the per- 
furmance of his or their duties. 


——When the Western Union Telegraph 
Company “gobbled up” the American Union 
Company, it obtained possession of its Chi- 
cago Office as a matter of course. The office 
is at the corner of La Salle and Washington 
streets, just across the street from the West- 
ern Union offices, and di ally across from 
the Board of Trade building. It is a very 
desirable location for the offices of any rival 
to the Western Union, and that corporation 
was rather careful that it should not zo into 
the hands ot a rival. When the Mutual Union 
Company entered the lists the Western Union 
seemed as it were to redouble its vigilance. 
But the big corporation was outwitted. It 
leased the premises to Messrs. Crosby & 
Gunning, two childlike and bland insurance 
men, who have just disposed of their interest 
in the lease to the Mutual Union “ for a con- 
sideration,” much to the chagrin and dis- 
coimfiture of the Western Union people. 


——Gambetta announced to President 
Grévy yesterday morning that he had suc- 
ceeded in forming a Cabinet. It is under- 
stood that the following will be the members: 
Gambetta, President of the Council and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs: Cazot, Minister of 
Justice; Waldeck Rosseau, Minister of the 
Interior; Paul Bert, Minister of Public In- 
struction; Rouvier, Minister of Commerce; 
Cochery, Minister of Posts and Telegraphs; 
Allain Farge, Minister of Finance; Compe- 
non, Minister of War: Gongeard, Min- 
ister of Marine; Profit, Minister of 
Fine Arts; Deves, Minister of Aegri- 
culture; Rainal, Minister of Works. 
De Freycinet was offered the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, but he refused it. The only 
members of Gambetta’s Cabinet who have 
made any mark are Cochery and Pau! Bert. 
The appointment of the latter indicates a 
determination to pursue a vigorous anti- 
Clerical policy. 

lt appears from the testimony of Irish 
land agents and landlords that the tenants of 
the Counties of Wexford, Clare, Kerry, parts 
of Cork, and Limerick have determined to 
pay no rent, while the tenantry of Galway, 
Roscommon, Queen’s Connty, Kilkenny, 
Sligo, and parts of Limerick are paying or 
have paia. A landlord named Meers was 
shot at from behind a hedge in Westmeath 
yesterday in broad daylight, but escaped un- 
hurt. Mulleague, an ex-suspect, has been. 
rearrested in Leitrim. The landfords 
continue to complain of the reduc- 
tions made by the Land Commissioners. 
The Land Court sat until midnight Saturday, 
in order to receive tenants’ applications for 
fixing a fair rent. Over 12,000 applications 
were made during the day and night. One 
lawyer presented 1,200 applications from 
Ulster, another 1,000 applications from Gal- 
way, Tipperary, and Cork. About 1,200 were 
sent in from Kerry, and 200 from Donegal. 
A number of cases also came from Kerry. 
The entire number now before the court is 
45,000, 

-——Congressman C. B. Farwell says that he 
does not intend to resign his seat in Con- 
gress. The rumor that he was about to do 
so had its origin in a remark which be made 
a few days ago to the effect that if Mr. Har- 
mon, one of Mr. Farwell's business asso- 
ciates, who has been quite ill, should not im- 
prove, he feared he might be compelled to 
resign. Mr. Harmon is much better now, 
and in any case Mr. Farwell is not atall 
likely to resign. He thinks that the Repub- 
licans will organize Congress, electing the 
Speaker. He is in favor of Mr. Kasson, of 
lowa, for Speaker, and seems tothink that the 
candidates’ chances are in the order of their 
mention, as follows: Kasson, IIiscock, 
Keifer, Reed of Maine, Dunnell, Orth, Bur- 
rows. Mr. Farwell is inclined to think that 
President Arthur will make a good Execu- 
tive, and that he will not be controlled in the 
matter of appointments or policy by the 
Stalwarts. Mr. Farwell is in favor of the 
Government surrendering Dearborn Park to 
Chicago for Public Library purposes. 

——The trial of Guiteau for murder was 
begun yesterday, and five jurors were se- 
cured. The assasin created a number of 
scenes. His counsel, Robinson, asked for a 
further postponement on the ground that it 
would take some further time to obtain ma- 
terial witnesses and the assistance of an- 
otherlawyer. Guiteau sprang to his feet, 
and, notwithstanding the remonstrances of 
his relatives and the admonitions of 
the court officials, said that he did 
not want a postponement, that Rob- 
inson had no dusiness to ask for 
a postponement, and that he (Guiteau) was 
prepared to go on with his own case. 
Scoville also declared that he wanted the 
case proceeded with. The impression left 
on many of those in the court by Guiteau’s 
insolent harangues and his attempt to dic- 
tate to his counsel and the Court, was, that it 
was part of a premeditated scheme to im- 
press the jury with the belief that he is in- 
sane.

THE FOURTEENTH OF THK MONTH.

Wasninecton, D. C., Nov. 14.—The 14th 

day of the month has been a dark day in our 
country’s calendar. On the len day of 
April, 1861, the National fag was for the first 
time lowered at the bidding of traitors. 
Upon the i4th of April, four years later, 
after the long and terrible struggle with 
treason, Abraham Lincoln fell by the foul 
hand of the cowardly assasin, and now, on 
Nov. 14, 1881, a little more than sixteen years 
afterwards, the trial of the assaaln of anoth- 
er President begins. Yet America is not 
Russia. The second Brutus of the 
Republic stands arraigned for trial before 
those who are ashamed to be his country- 
men. Charles J. Guiteau stands side by side 
with John Wilkes Booth in the roll of the 
country’s infamy. The day on which the 
trial of Guiteau begins was as bright and 
beautiful as the day on which the assasin 
shot President Garfield. 

THE JAIL AND COUBT mee 
had made the most careful preparations f 
the safekeeping of the prisoner, and to pro- 
tect him from “cranks” on the way. The 
precautions seem to have been hardly 
necessary. ‘There is at least no danger 
from any organized attempts at violence. 
The “Jersey Avengers” seem to have dis- 
banded. The only fear is from armed 
“cranks.” It was determined to take 
Guiteau from the jailto the court-house at 
8 o’clock this morning, an hour earlier than 
is the custom. Whatever may be his mental 
condition, Guiteau sleeps weil. No spectres 
seem-to haunt him in his dreams. Ile arose 
early, dressed himself in the new suit of 
black which his relatives gave him yester- 
day, and was taken to the Warden’s office.

Garfield was a good man, but a weak poli- 
ticilan. Being Pres#lent, he was ina position 
to do vast harm to Republic, and he was 
doing it by the unwise use of patronage, and 
the Lord and himself took the responsibility 
of removing him; that his duty to the Lord 
and to the American people overcame his 
personal feelings toward Gen. Garfield, and 
he sought to remove him.

Excitement at Hokah, Minn., 
Case of Small- Pox.

LA Crosse, Wis., Nov. 14.—Somewhat of a 
sensation has been created at Hokah, Minn., a 
few miles from this city, the facts of which are 
as follows: A few days ago a case of small-pox 
made its appearance at that piace, and some 
alarm existed in consequence.

A CABINET POSITION WITHIN HIS GRASP. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 14.—There 
seems to be a growing impression here that 
Senator Mahone may be tendered a Cabinet 
position with the view of encouraging fur- 
ther assaults against the Democracy in the 
South. The Democratic Senators who are 
here do not hesitate to say their party would 
fight against Mahone’s confirmation.

SUPREME COURT. 
GUARANTEE AND GUARANTOR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—A decision 
was rendered in the Supreme Court of the 
United States today in the case of Davis & 
Patrick vs. Wells, Fargo & Co. which settles 
some points in the law of guaranty that hith- 
erto have been subjects of controversy. 
This court holds that where A, in considera- 
tion of one dollar to him in hand id, exe- 
cutes and causes to be delivered to B an un- 
conditional agreement to guarantee the pay- 
ment up to a specified amount of C’s present 
and future indebtedness to said B, it is not 
necessary to formally notify the guarantor, 
A, of his acceptance of the terms of agree- 
ment, or to keep the latter informed from 
time to time of the amount of 
©’s fluctuating indebtedness. In the 
opinion of this court, the written in- 
strument in question is not merely an offer 
to do a certain thing which, to be valid, must 
be formally accepted by the party for whose 
benefit itis made. it is, on the contrary, a 
completed edntract by virtue of the acknowl- 
edgment which it contains of the receipt by 
the guarantor of a valuable consideration for 
the services to be rendered. The payment 
to the guarantor of a stipulated considera- 
tion is a sufficient notice to him that his 
agreement is accepted, and he is, by the in- 
strument itself, estopped now from denying 
that such consideration was received. The 
fact that the consideration is merely nominal 
makes no difference. A stipulation “in con- 
sideration of one dollar” is just as effectual 
as if the sum were larger. With re- 
gara to the obligation of the guarantee 
to notify the guarantor of the default of 
the debtor, the court holds that, where the 
guarantor suffers loss or damage by reason 
of a failure of the guarantee to give him 
such notification, heis to that extent released, 
but both the laches of the plaintiff and the 
loss of the defendant must concur to consti- 
tute a defense. Judgment of the court be- 
low in favor of Wells, Fargo & Co. tis af- 
firmed. 


A RECEIVER’S RIGHT. 

An impoftant decision was also rendered 
by the court in the case of Francis H. Bar- 
ton vs. John Barbour, Receiver, a case in- 
volving the liability of a Receiver to suit in 
the courts of another State than the one 
where the court appointed him. It is held 
that where a court of one State has a rail- 
road or other property in its possession for 
administration as trust assets, and has ap- 
pointed a Receiver to aid it in the perform- 
ance of its duty by carrying on the busi- 
ness to which the property is adapted, 
a court of another State has no 
jurisdiction to entertain a suit 
against such Receiver for a cause of action 
arising in the State in which he was ap- 
pointed, and in which the property in his 
possession is situated, based on his negli- 
gence or that of his servants in the periorm- 
ance of their duty in respect to such proper- 
ty, or for any services performed or material 
furnished to the Receiver in carrying on 
such business. The judgmentof the Sa- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia is 
affirmed. 

A FAST-FREIGHT CASE. 

The court also rendered an opinion of 
great importance to all railroads, fast-freight 
lines, and shippers of goods, in the case of 
the St. Louis Insurance Company vs. The 
St. Louis, Vandalia, Terre Haute & Indian- 
apolis Railroad. This was a suit brought by 
the St. Louis Insurance Company, assignee 
of Meir & Co., to recover the value of certain 
cotton shipped at, St. Louis in 1873 for 
Liverpool, under agreements between 
Meir and the fast-freight line known 
as the Erie & £Pacific Dispatch. 
The cotton was shipped by the Dispatch 
over the Vandalia Line, thence over the lines 
of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, the 
Atlantic & Great Western, and the Erie 
Railroad Companies. It was burned at Jer- 
sey City while in custody of the Erie Rail- 
road. The Vandalia Line did not execute 
the bill of lading, but waybilled the freight 
from St. Louis to Indianapolis, and there de- 
livered it in good order to the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis Company. The main 
question presented by the case is whether 
the Vandalia Line was responsible for the 
safety of the cotton after delivery to another 
carrier. Its liability was asserted by the 
owners of the property in question, upon the 
ground that it and other railroads had an 
arrangement with the Kyrie & Pacific Dis- 
patch, and with each other, whereby a 
through rate was established for the whole 
route. Such an arrangement, it was con- 
tended, made the railway companies part- 
ners as to third persons. This court does 
not decide whether the Vandalia Line 
could or could not take the benefit 
special exception in the 
bill of lading given by the Erie & 
Pacific Dispatch to Meir & Co., but assumes, 
for parposes of decision, that Meir & Co.

mg this pleasing duty, I beg to assure you I 
shall use my best endeavors, both in my official 
and private capacity, to cultivate and improve, 
if possible, the relations of cordial friendship 
and good uuderstand which bappily subsist 
between the two countries, and the continuance 
ot which her Majesty has 60 much at beart. 
The recption whieh has been accorded 
me by the Mayor and citizenssof the great 
commercial city of Philadelphia upon my ar- 
val is an unmistakable manifestation of the 
Kindly sentiments which animate tne American 
people toward her Majesty, as well as toward the 
nation which I have the honor to represent, and 
i tes that the two great English-speaking 
nations of the world will henceforth ever be 
foun@assoctated by the ties of a kindred race 
for the advancement of civilization and the 
premotion of commercial enterprise in all parts 
of the giobe. Sir, I feel deeply the importance 
of the mission which her Majesty the Queen has 
been 80 graciously pleased to confide to me, but 
at the samé time | feel confident that in the dis- 
charge of the many duties appertaining to it I 
shall always meet with that conciliatory 
and amicavie spirit which so emi- 
nently distinguishes che Government of 
the United States. In expressing these 
sentiments, sir, I am expressing the sentiments 
of my august sovereign, as well as those of her 
Government and of the people over whom she 
rules, while on my own part I beg to offer you, 
sir, the assurance of my highest respect and 
great esteem. 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR

Mk. Mixisren: In receiving from your hands 
aletter whereby her Majesty the Queen ac- 
credits you her Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary to the Government of the 
United States, 1 have genuine pieasure in heart- 
ily reciprocating the good wishes which you per- 
sonaliy and officially express. It is with great 
satisfaction that I learn your welcome to our 
shores has been a fit exponent of the deep feel- 
ing of friendship and sympathy which the peo- 
ple of the two countries cherish toward one an- 
other. It is eminently appropriate that this 
feeling should seek to show itself in respect for 
your honored sovereign, and in cordial greeting 
to you, the representative of her Imperial 
Majesty, and the people over whom she rules. 
The people of the United States will long re- 
member the many words of aifection and sym- 
pathy sent by her Majesty and by the people of 
Great Britain, and the American héart cannot 
readily forget how the kindred heart of your 
people throbbed with our own in grief over our 
recent bereavement.

RELIEF FOR A HERO’S WIDOW. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—Col. Par- 
ker, Chief of the Post-Office Inspectors, has 
received 8500, in sums of $l and $2, in re- 
sponse to an appeal for subscriptions to aid 
the widow of lra Humphrey, the mail-carrier 
who was burned to death in the great Michi- 
gan fires last summer while in the discharge 
of his duty. A Post-Office Inspector has 
deen sent to Michigan to inquire into the 
circumstances of the widow, and ascertain 
how the money can be invested to the best 
advantage. Humphrey was advised not to 
go over his route, but he felt that neither fire 
nor flood should delay the mails. The posi- 
tion in which the remains were found 
showed that he was trying to shield some 
school children from the flames when he was 
himself overcome. 
POST-OFFICE ABOLISHED. 
First-Assistant-Postmaster-General Hatton 
today discontinued the postoffice at Shackel- 
fords, King and Queen County, Virginia, be- 
cause the people of that town would not let 
the Postmaster have a place for an office. All 
the citizens of the town are Democrats, and 
they objected to the appointment of Goalder 
because he is a Readjuster. They reſused 
to rent him a room for an offige, and when he 
bought lumber refused to let him have 
ground on which to erect an office.

The Poisoning of Mr. E. B. McCauley in 
the Wyoming Mountains.

RAWLINS, Wyo., Nov. 14.—The saddest event 
that has ever occurred in this Territory was the 
death last week of Mr. E. B. McCauley, of Phila- 
delphla, in the mountains north of this place. 
Saturday night a courier arrived conveying the 
horrible intelligence that Mr. McCauley and 
four men with whom he was traveling to Fort 
Washakie had been aeocidentally poisoned—that 
Mr. McCauley was dead when he left, and the 
others in a critical condition. Dr. Maghee, an 
old army surgeon, started at once for the camp 
to relieve the sick and to bring in the body of 
Mr. McCauley, bis personal and Masonic friend, 
going on his drive of 160 miles without sicep or 
rest for forty-eight hours, during which his ears 
were frosted by the intense cold. On arrival 
here the body of the deceased, who had attended 
the sessions of the Grand Lodge of the Territory 
exactly a month ago, was received with the 
highest Masonic honors, and was taken in a 
special train by the Masons to Fort Steele, 
where it was embaimed under direction of 
three surgeons in the hospital of the fort. It 
now lies in state in the Masonic Hall. This 
horrible affair, which has greatly shocked 
the whole community, was due entirely 
to the criminal ocareleaness of 
cook of the party, who used in making bread, 
by mistake for baking-powder, a quantity of 
arsenic, which was with the party for use in 
preserving the heads of game obtained along 
the way. Mr. McCauley was a gentiéman of 
high standing in society and of financial ability, 
being the Cashier of the Philadelphia 1 
Works—one of the largest bridge. build 
tablishments in the worid—a brother of 
McCauley, U. 8. A., the Quartermaster at this 
piace, and a well-known night Templar, being 
a prominent member of De Molay Commandery, 
of Reading, Pa., where his fatmer, the Rev. Dr. 
McCauley, resides. His remains will be taken 
Eastfor interment, accompanied by a delega- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of the Territory and 
Capt. and Mrs. McCauley, escorting members of 
various commanderies having arranged to meet 
the body at Cheyenue, Omaha, C and 
other points.

GOULD’S BLACKMAILER. 
THE RAILROAD KING DETERMINED TO 
| PUSH HIS PROSECUTION.

‘New York, Nov. 14.—If Mr. Jay Gould 
continues to be of the same mind that he was 
today Mr. J. Howard Welles, or “Col.”

He 
Was Very reticent, too. refusing to sav much 
but expressed an opinion that if he could 
con with Mr. Gould for a few 
minutes his release from custody would only 
be a matter of little time. He said there 
were extenuating circumstances in his case 
which Mr. Gould was unaware of, and asked 
the Inspector at the same time if a note 
written by him would be presented to his 
accuser.

A NEW HORSE DISEASE. 
A FATAL FORM OF TYPHOID PNEUMONIA.

New ‘York, Nov. ™.—A distemper is pre- 
vailing among the horses in New York which 
the veterinary surgeons are unable to find in 
books treating of diseases peculiar to these 
animals. It made its appearance a short 
time ago and spread so rapidly that scarce- 
ly a horse has escaped. Working horses, 
more frequently than carriage horses, 
seem to have been affected. The hospitals 
of nearly all the street-car companies are 
filled with sick animals, and many have 
died. The horses of the Fourth avenue line 
are suffering quite severely from affec- 
tion. At the present time 160 of the 752 
owned by the company are in the hospital.

Horses have died within sixteen hours after 
exhibiting the first symptoms. Some animais 
recover in afew days and others not in weeks. 
The surgeons all agree that the distemper is 
due to atmospheric conditions and think 
that it will prevail only in 
the damp seasons—the spring and fall. The 
distemper seems to have taken the place of 
ay yl although **pink-eye” or “scar- 
letina still prevails to a great extent. 
Very few of laboring horses have 
escaped, and since the distemper made 
its appearance the street-car, omnibus, ex- 
press, and truck companies have been crip- 
pled. At present it is raging in the lower 
part of New York to a ereater extent than 
elsewhere. It is estimated that at least one- 
eighth of all the horses in the city are suffer- 
ing frum the disease.

An Exciting Time ou the Phiitadelphia 
Stock Excuange—Wide Fluctuations 
the Order of the Day.

PHILALELPSIA, Nov. 14.—There has not been 
a more exciting day on the Stock Exchange this 
year. As usual un Mondays lately, the market 
opened strong, and advanced rapidiy for the 
first hour Pennsylvania opened firm 
at 644, and the first sales of 
Northern Pacific preferred were at 8%. The 
latter immediately ran up to 86%, followed by 
the rest of the market. The sales were heavy, 
and for a time it looked as though the purchas- 
ing was for higher figures. There was 
too much stock offered, and it soon be- 
came apparent that beavy negotiations were 
being made. Woerishoffer, Decker, Howell & Co. 
were selling in this market as fast as they 
could, and Boston brokers who have been large 
purchasers between 78 and 82 tollowed their 
lead. This gave the market a dowoward tend- 
ency, and the fight between the bulls 
and the bears became ai general 
one, with the advantage rather on 
the side of the latter. Bear stories were tele- 
grapbed from New York, and the market 
dropped a fraction to about the opening fig- 
ures. A private dispatch announcing that the 
New York Central would transport grain from 
the West at the best figure it could get 
was followed by a rumor that Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who bad been regarded as unsatis- 
fied with the market since the bull movement 
began, would show his power by raiding his own 
stocks. It was said he would put New York 
Central to 100 (itwas selling at 139%) and Lake 
Shore to 120. The ticker soon showed there was 
something in the story., as the Vanderbilts began 
todrop. The general market was not much 
affected, however, an there was a dull time 
and what seemed like a truce between the con- 
tendimg parties for two hours. About 1:30 o'clock 
it was whispered about the street that a great 
failure had taken place in this city. For haif an 
hour it was in everybody's mouth. and a very 
uneasy feeling was created, which was indicated 
by a further decline in prices. The story 
became a little more detinit, and it wus 
said tbe concern was a large drug house, but 
no name was mentioned. When the market 
began to tumbie it was said to be the house of 
Wood, Marsh & Co., of Murket street, one of the 
oldest and best houses in trade in Phila- 
deiphia. Brokers did not wait to verify the 
stories, but poured tbeir stock on the 
market. A ieporter hurried to Wood, Marsn & 
Co.'s, or Wood, Bacon & Co., as the firm is now 
styled, and astonished the bead of the house by 
inquiring as to the particulars of his failure.

The Last of a Gang of Arkansas Moon- 

shiners Seut to Prison, 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Litrie Rock, Ark., Nov. 14.—The trial of the 
last of a gung of moonsbiners terminated in 
the United States Court today, the parties be- 
ing sentenced to fines and imprisonment rang- 
ing from $300 to $500 and from one to three 
years. The examination developed many sen- 
sational features. The cases date back to 1877, 
when the manufacturers of mountain dew were 
operating extensively in Northwest Arkansas. 
Sharp and Baxter Counties were the main the- 
atres ot their operations. The manufacturers 
were located in mountain fastnesses, guarded 
vigilantiy, and the presence of a revenue 
officer or detective in the neighbornood 
was communicated so promptly tothe gang by 
outside friends that every effort to discover the 
stills and capture the distillers proved fruitless. 
Through the treachery of a trusted confeder- 
ate, however, the officers were given a clew to 
the location of two stills—one at the mouth oft 
Strawberry Creek and the other at the source of 
Spring Kiver. Deputy United States Marsnal 
Woodward and a posse decided to surprise and 
capture them. Reaching the mountains, they 
made a sudden deseent upon one, captured four 
men, and destroyed the still, with a vast quan- 
tity of liquor. The news of the presence 
of the Marshal and posse spread rapidly through 
the mountuin district. The moonshiners and 
their trends rallied and determined to 
rescue their comrades already in the ciutches of 
otticers and drive the latter out of the country. 
They met at the dwelling of one of the gang, 
aud subsequeutiy adjourned to a vacant leid 
some distawe from the house. Fifteen men 
were present. The entire party mounted horses 
and rode up the valley four miles 
to a point where the Deputy Marshal 
and pusse would pass witb bis prisoners, 
and where they kformdd an ambuscade. 
It was nightfall before Woodward and nis men 
reacbed the spot. The sky wus overcast, and 
progress in the intense darkness and over the 
rougu and uneven road was necessarily slow. As 
they drew near the ambush some of the moon- 
shiners sprang up aod calicd out, Hat!“ Sus- 
pecting danger and a probable mass the 
Marsbal ordered his meu to fire. The command 
was obeyed, and a sharp tight ensued. The 
moonsbiners, thougu Ooutnumbering the posse, 
were routed and forced to fly. James Lattin, 
one of their number, was killed, several bullets 
passing through his body. O ners vv both sides 
were wounded, but none fatally. Subsequently 
nearly ali the moonshiners were captured. Must 
of them pleaded guiity, and have been sen- 
tenced, and the last of them was disposed of to- 
day. Those still at large are being pursued by 
otticers, and will probably be brought in before 
the present term of court adjourns. 


An Unfought Duel and a Social Scandal, 
Dispatch to St. Louis G.obe-Democrat. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 13.—A social sensation in 
the shape of an unfought duel bearing abeut it 
the odor of a very delicate scandal in high life, 
has just come to the surface. At 7 o'clock this 
morning as Olficer Ryan, of the Suburban 
Station, was leaving his house opposit the City 
Park, he discovered a purty of about ten men 
leave two carriages and enter the park in two 
parties.

Cruelty to Laborers.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 14.—A story of shock- 
ing cruelty was told here today before United 
Stated Commissioner Rogers, io a case against 
William T. Shea, charged with iil treating a 
colored seaman named John M. Bryan. For 
some time past complaints have been made of 
the brutal treatment received by the colored 
laborers employed on the Navassa Guano 
Islands. The man Bryan testified before the

THE STERN MURDER. 


Fourth Day’s Proceedings in the 
Trial of the Uxoricide, 


Opening Arguments of Counsel for the 
Prosecution and Defense. 


The Insanity Dedge Once More Harled 
at the Jury. 


Yesterday, the fourth day of the trial of Ar- 
thur Stern, indicted for the murder of bis wife, 
was an interesting one. The prisoner upon be- 
ing led into court, found his father, mother, 
and brothers seated near him within the rail, 
and a number of the family reiatives, friends, 
and acquaintances present in the court-room. 
The father, brother, sister, and other relatives 
of his murdered wife were also close by. Stern 
eyinced no emotion whatever, but shook hands 
somewhat coldly with those of his relatives 
within reach. Then taking his seat, he resumed 
the passive, indifferent stare which he 
has assumed ever since he was first brought into 
court. State’s-Attorney Mills in his opening 
speech told in a brief, pointed manner the story 
of Stern's awful crime, alluding in a touching 
manner to the wife's disappearance and the dis- 
may of her relatives, who were unable to find 
her. He called particular attention to Stern's 
repeated denials of any knowledge as to ber 
whereabouts, of his pretended efforts to aid the 
relatives in fading her, and finally to his con- 
fession to Cupt. O'Donnell that he had shot her 
at ber own request, and that they had intended 
to end both their lives at the same time. He 
dwelt upon Stern's. cowardice in not car- 
rying out the suicidal contract, if such 
there was between them, to the letter. 
Referring to the insanity dodge, which he sup- 
posed would be the main feature of the defense, 
he snapped his fingers at it as something which 


could not possibly be substantiated by the testi- 
mooy. 

Mr. Johnson, attorney for the defense, was 
equally sharp and curt in bis remarks. He ad- 
mitted the murder in ali its borribie detail, and 
declared himself confident that the jury, after 
bearing all tne evidence, would deciare his client 
insane. He called particular attention to tne 
suicidal feature in the case, and especially to 
the repeatedly expressed wishes of the de- 
ceased to summarily end her own existence to- 
gether with that of her husband. 


THE PROSECUTION BEGAN 


by calling to the stand Herman W. Mack, father 
of Mrs. Stern, who testified as to bis daughters 
age, courtship, and m ainst his wishes 
with Stern, and also as to her disappearance on 
the night of Sept. 13. The day after bis daugh- 
ter’s disappearance witnessfasked Stern where 
his wife was, when be auswered that he did not 
know. He persisted in these denials until the 
fvilowing Sunday. 

County-Pnysician Biuthardt testified to hav- 
ing made a post-mortem examination ot the 
body of the murdered woman, and to having 
cows Eanes —— I T the cient tem- 
pie flattes against skull on 0 t 
side of the 1 * 

Albert H. Maack, brother of the deceased, 
téstitied to the long and persistent search he 
made for his missing sister. Stern professed to 
aid him in this rea, and accompanied him to 
the police sta s when he gave notice of ber 
disappearance, and aiso to a German newspaper 
office,where they paid for an advertisement con- 
cerning ber. Stern bitterly denied knowing any- 
thing about bia wife's whereabouts until 
Sunday after her disappearance, when he sud- 
dealy blurted out that be bad shot ber, and that 
she was lying dead on the roadside near Hiver- 
side. Witness at once notided the police and 
caused Stern's arrest. 

Capt. Simon O’Doanell next detailed how the 
case against Stern was worked u long but 
ijuteresting story, the substance of which has al- 
ready been published severa) times. By several 
ruses he succeed in making Stern believe that 
his wife was not dead, but had been picked up 
by a tarmer l.ving at the Summit; that she was 
ina fair way of recovery at the hospital: that 
she did not blume him, and was very anxious to 
see him. Stern broke down completely, and, 
burying his face in bis hinds, cried out, I 
knew it; I saw her alive in my dreams last 
night.”” By pretending that the farmer had, 
after picking up the wounded woman, careles! 
left her mantel and other articles beni 
Stern was induced to indicate as nearly as be 
was able where the deed was committed, and in 
this way the body was discovered in the weeds 
alongside the aldheim Cemetery road. The 
witness also detailed Stern's confession as to 
how the deed was committed, and now he pur- 
chased the revolver only the day before with 
that ox press object in view. 

Mr. Jobnson was very lenient in aid his cross- 
examinations, and seemed inclined to admit 
about all mat they had testified to, conflaing 
himself mostly to quesuons as to Stern's ap- 
parent mental condiuon. 

The first witness at the afternoon session was 
Lieut. Blettner, wbo corroborated in detail neur- 
ly all of Capt. O Donneli’s testimony. 

Hjalmar Fiameng, keeper of a saloon at the 
corner of Ogden and Central Park avenues, tes- 
tified to having seen Sceru in bis suioon at about 
4o’ciock on the arternoon of Sept. 4. There 
wasa lady with him, and together thoy went 
into a back room and had some beer. Stern then 
came out and bought a half pintof whisky, 
which be carried away with dim in a bottle. 
The twodrove away with a horse and bu : 
leaving a  hbitching-strap behind them.

court. He recognized him first by photographs,

Tue majority of Cameron, Readjuster 
candidate for Governor in Virginia in the 
late election, is reported by counties as 11,304. 
The combined majority of the Readjusters 
and Republicans in the Presidentiai election, 
if they had voted for one Electoral ticket, as 
they did not, would have been about 19,000. 
Hence Cameron has only fallen 8, 000 short 
of polling the full joint plurality of last 
year. In view of all the circumstances he 
has dove surprisingly well. It is a well- 
known fact in politics that a perfect coali- 
tion of distinct factions is next to impossible. 
The mere fact of union repels a certain 
number of voters. In Virginia, however, 
Cameron had to contend against straight- 
out Republican Ddelts in many iegis- 
lative districts, which probably cost him 
several thousand votes in the aggregate. 
He will be the first anti-Bourbon ever 
elected Governorof Virginia when the Bour- 
bons were all qualified to vote. Until 18824 
the Old Dominion always voted for native 
Virginians for President, the last being 
William H. Crawford, who was not elected, 
and from that time on till the War the 
straight Bourbon Democratic ticket was in- 
variably chosen. Bell earried the State by a 
plurality in 1860. As soon as the Bourbons 
had their disabilities removed after the War 
they began voting the Democratic ticket 
again, and controlled the State until 1879, 
when the Keadjusters under the lead of 
Mahone grabbed the Legislature, though 
they lost the Governor. Now they have ob- 
tained compiete control of all the branches 
of the State Government, and the Bourbons 
have received notice to quit. It is a surpris- 
ing and complete victory. 


A REACTION is beginning to set in among 
the Lrish leaders in regard to Gladstone and 
his great Irish Land bill. The bill is work- 
ing far more favorably for the tenants than 
the leaders had believed would be the case, 
and it is rapidly becoming popular with the 
Irish farmers, who are coming forward by 
tens of thousands to claim its denents. 
O’ Leary, member of the Fenian Triumvirate, 
has just written a letter from Paris, declar- 
ing that, while he maintainsghis secession 
principles and is resolved to bat England, 
he deprecates the maligning of Englishmen. 
Gladstone, he says, has given Ireland a 
Land acct such as nobody a few years ago 
could have hoped for, and Forster is 
very much better than most of the Irish 
Secretaries sent over to Dublin Castle. 
Up to Saturday night 45,000 Irish tenants 
had applied to the Land Court to fix their 
rents. These are in addition to thousands 
with whom the landlords have compromised 
by reducing the rents 20 to 30 per cent, and 
in some cases more. The Land Court cuts 
down the rentals from one-fourth to one- 
third, and in some cases one-half, The ag- 
gregate reductions in the island from pres- 
ent indications will exceed 25 millions 
of dollars. This great sum saved will 
help to ameliorate the condition of the 
people and ward off famines. It will 
also enable the tenant-farmers to pay 
the laborers better wages for their work. It 
will also reduce the selling price of the land 
some 30 per cent, and thereby give the farm- 
ers a chahce of buying out the landlords, 
which is the real and final solution of the 
Irish question. After Gladstone’s dispute 
with Parnell is settled the Irish will ac- 
knowledge the vast value of his Land bill 
to them. 

PeruAps the most significant part of the 
call for the Protectionist conventions shortly 
to meet iu this city and in New York is the 
demand for “the immediate remedy of in- 
juries done by the decisions of the Treasury 
Department.“ The reference to the sugar 
cases, the cotton-tie rulings, and kindred de- 
cisions is plain enough to one who has kept 
the run of the subject, but to the mass of the 
people the allusions are possibly meaning- 
less, and are designed by the -projectors of 
the conventions tc be so. The sugar-refiners 
maintain that they should have the privilege 
of bringing in high-grade sugars artificially 
colored to resemble low-grades at the rate 
fixed by law for the latter. The hardship of 
the iron men, who object to the cotton-tie 
decision, is just in the other direction. They 
desire to have the iron cotton-ties which are 
provided with patent fastenings classed as 
hoop-iron, on which the duty is 70 per cent. 
The Treasury Department, on the other hand, 
hag held that iron cotton-ties, not being known 
when the tariff was framed, and being plainly 
a manutactured product, must come in under 
the title of “things not otherwise provided 
tor,“ on which the duty is 35 per cent, or 
one-half that on “‘hoop-iron.” The differ- 
ence is an important one, not only to the 
iron manufacturers but to the cotton-plant- 
ers. One of the former indiscreetly said, in 
a recent speech advocating the higher duty, 
that a decision on the subject in favor of the 
manufactufers would make a difference of 
perhaps 10 or 12 cents a bale to the planter.” 
Now a simple calculation in mental arithme- 
tie shows that a difference of 10 or 12 cents 
on the bale for the whole cotton-crop would 
amount to $700,000. The tax might not bea 
hardship to any individual planter, though, 
as it plainly could not be shifted upon the 
foreign consumer, it would be a serious bur- 
den in the aggregate. But the proposition to 
raise the tax for the express purpose of shut- 
ting off $700,000 of revenue and giving it to 
the very few manufacturers of cotton-ties, 
already amply protected by a duty of 35 per 
cent, does not commend itself to the judg- 
ment of disinterested observers. 


GUITEAU'’S UNDELIVERED SPEECH. 

Tux TRIBUNE published yesterday morn- 
ing the speech which has been prepared by 
Guiteau for delivery in court. It is not like- 
ly that he will be given an opportunity to 
make this or any other address to the court 
during his trial, and it would be of littie in- 
terest and less avail after the evidence had 
been heard. But the publication of the 
speech at this time is important, because so 
deliberate an utterance has a direct bearing 
on the question of Guiteau’s sanity. 

There has been an effort to trace a resem- 
blance between Guiteau’s case and that of 
Lawrence, who shot at President Jackson in 
1835, and was subsequently acquitted on the

denied repeatedly the autnority of the court 
to try him, reminded the Judge and others 
that they were his subjects, and insisted 
that he attempted to shoot the President 
because he and the United States kept him 
out of the position and money to which he 
was entitled. Even Lawrence's counsel 
asked that the prisoner be removed from the 
court-room and the trial be allowed to pro- 
ceed in his absence. But this request was 
denied. There was evidence that Lawrence 
at other times had assumed to be King Rich- 
ard IIL and heir to the British crown, as 
well as King of the United States. The jury 
found him not guilty on the ground that he 
was “ under the influence of insanity at the 
time he committed the act.” 

The record of Lawrence’s trial furnishes 
abundant evidence either that the man was 
actually insane or that he simulated insanity 
with great ingenuity and admirable success. 
A careful perusal of the plea which Guiteau 
has prepared for his own defense will lead to 
the conviction that he is not insane, and that 
his effort to pose as a lunatic is exceedingly 
lame. 

Guiteau starts off by contending Gen. Gar- 
field died from malpractice, and that the 
doctors who mistreated him ought to bear 
the odium of his death, and not his assail- 
ant.“ This is not the plea of an insane man, 
but an old quibble of criminal law which was 
discarded by Scoville, Guiteau’s counsel, as 
too transparent and weak to be of service to 
his client. Guiteau himself is willing to take 
advantage of this or any other pretext that 
might aid him to escape. But the position is 
not one which an insane man would be likely 
to assume, and it is entirely inconsistent with 
Guiteau’s subsequent statement that he was 
inspired by the Lord to remove the Presi- 
dent, and that the Lord selected him because 
he had “the brains and nerve to do the 
work.” If Guiteau were really laboring un- 
der the delusion that he had acted as the 
chosen agent of the Lord, he would continpe 
to glory in his work and claim the credit 
for its consummation, instead of blam- 
ing the death upon the malpractice 
of the physicians. Guiteau then urges 
that the purpose of the Lord was not merely 
to remove Garfield, but to give an increased 
circulation to a pamphlet called “The 
Truth,” which Guiteau had written. This 
statement has the appearance of insanity, 
but its effect is impaired by insisting imme- 
diately after upon his own insanity. “ Mr. 
Scoville,” he says, is developing a theory 
of hereditary insanity which may have an 
important bearing on this case,“ and then he 
proceeds to declare that insanity runs in his 
family, that his father was a monomaniac, 
and that certain of his aunts and his cousins 
were confined in asylums. Itis not charac- 
teristic of lunatics to insist that they are in- 
sane. Guiteau further exposes the peculiar 
method in his madness by intimating that 
“the hundreds of people who will be bene- 
fited financially by the new Administration” 
may send him money quietly by express to be 
used in his defense, directing it to his attor- 
ney and withholding their names if they pre- 
fer to do so. He takes occasion, too. to flat- 
ter the new President and the Judge before 
whom he is to be tried, and exhibits the same 
shrewdness in his entire plea which has 
marked hischeckered career of vagabondism. 

The elaborate document which Guiteau 
has prepared contains many efforts to make 
moral irresponsibility conspicuous, but these 
efforts are so labored as to be palpable, and 
have none of the consistency of Lawrence’s 
demonstrations of insanity. Guiteau began 
in court yesterday to interrupt the proceed- 
ings and to declare himself independent of 
his counsel much after the manner in which 
Lawrence acted, but the deliberate decep- 
tion of the speech which he was not per- 
mitted to deliver warrants the general belief 
that his conduct in court was designed to 
create a false impression as to his sanity. 


COMPARISON OF AMERICAN AND XN. 
GLISH LEVELS. 

The St. James Gazette, one of the organs 
of the English Tories, in one of its recent 
issues, made an attack upon American insti- 
tutions and ideals of life as tending to pro- 
duce “ a dead level of medioerity.“ The ani- 
mus of this attack was an effort to counter- 
act the growing sympathy and cordiality be- 
twéen the American and English people, 
which threatens to produce results inimical 
to monarchical institutions and destructive 
of Tory high-caste privileges. This branch 
of the subject has been already discussed in 
Tue TRIBUNE, and the causes of the sudden 
and malicious assault were pointed out. 
Without further allusion to the animus, we 
believe there are sufficient grounds for chal- 
lenging the truth of the charge itself. 

Whatever intellectual level” this country 
may occupy has been reached in a century. 
One hundred years ago its settled portions 
were substantially confined to the Atlantic 
slopeof the mountains. The handful of people 
were still pioneers, clearing up the land, fell- 
ing the forests, building log houses, devoting 
their whole time to getting something to eat 
and wear and a place to sleep. Everything 
was rude, primitive, uncultured, and uncul- 
tivated. Luxury was unknown. Leisure 
was impossibie. Production was confined to 
the absolute necessities of life. A century 
has elapsed and a gigantic work has 
been accomplished, but the time for 
leisure has not yet come, for the 
resources of the country are still in 
process of development, but during this 
time roads, turnpikes, and highways have 
been laid out through vast trackless areas; 
cities and towns have been built; a hundred 
thousand miles of railroad and almost as 
many of canal have been constructed ; mines 
have been developed; great water routes of 
transportation have been established; the 
agricultural resources of the country have 
been extended until it has become the hun- 
gry world’s feeder; its commerve has been 
enlarged and increased until our exports are 
competing successfully with foreign goods 
on theirown ground; the rude beginnings 
have made way for improved conditions, and 
these in turn have changed into forms of 
elegance and beauty. 

This vast work has been accomplished in 
three generations, or one hundred years. 
The ievel“ of England is the result of 
centuries upon centuries, back beyond the 
Norman conquest, with their immense accu- 
mulations, and generations upon generations 
have handed d their constantly increas- 
ing wealth, h is kept within a limited 
circle, who may be called the “leisure 
class,”” who never work with their hands for 


bread. In this country there is no leisure 


class. The men who first came here brought 
no capital with them. They belonged to the 
working classes, tillers of the soil, and me- 
chanics representing the various — 
trades, and common laborers. 
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poverty and kindred adversities for 
subsistence at a time when in England 
tries of hereditary wealth, largely stolen 
aceumulated in the hands of 
a leged class, had opened up all the op- 
portunities for leisure and all the avenues of 
culture, and study, and luxurious accom- 
plismments. 

Dusigg those centuries they have had every 
advantage that age and experience could 
suggest and money procure. They have a 
vast museum filled by purchase and plunder. 
They hkve brought rare and valuable prod- 
ucts from every part of the world, represent- 
ing its status and progress from ancient to 
modern times. We have none. They have 
ancient seats of learning patronized by the 


‘privileged class, whose sons, having no need 


to Work, can give themselves to the elegant 
vursults of leisure. Our colleges at best 
can only gixe,our young men the advan- 
tages ofa little dn n with which to go 
out into the world and work to better advan- 
tage at bread-winnings.«They have great 
galleries, libraries, observataries; laborato- 
ries, and vast collections, representing the 
aggregations of hundreds of years, while we 
have hardly made a beginning in any de- 
partment of art or science, not. having yet 
the time or money to do it with. Besites 
these drawbacks, the people of this country 
have had to pay for four wars, two of them 
with Great Britain, and to spend tens of mill- 
ions in purchasing out and supporting In- 
dians. 

So far as age goes, the English privileged 
class runs back for a dozen eenturies. Every 
class in America going back one, two, or 
three generations strikes upon pioneer farm- 
ers or mechanics, without wealth or educa- 
tion. 

We cannot compare past “levels” with 
the English, but it may not be audacious to 
place our dead level of mediocrity” in 
comparison with the present English level. 
Time enough has not yet elapsed for the 
writing of our own history, and yet we have 
produced first-class historians, among them 
Prescott, Bancroft, Washington Irving, who 
may in one sense be termed a historian, Hil- 
dreth, Motley, whose “Dutch Republic“ 
may challenge comparison with any history 
of that country, and Parkman, whose narra- 
tives of the early explorers are models. We 
are a young and practical country for poets, 
and they work in a barren soil that would 


rather yield fruits for use than flowers for 


the imagination, and yet we may place Long- 
fellow by the side of their Tennyson, and 
Whittier a little higher up than either. and 
Bryant, Holmes, Lowell, Halleck, and Poe 
in their goodly company. In biography, 
with all their criticism of Parton, they have 
had to acknowledge that his Life of Voltaire 
is the best yet written. In genial humor, 
let them match Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
George W. Curtis, Neal, Dudley Waruer, 
Mark Twain, and scores of others who might 
be named. In fiction we have not madea 
great advance, but Cooper’s novels are now 
standard in England and Mrs. Stowe may 
boast the most successful novel of the century. 
As an essayist, what Englishman will dare 
to challenge superiority with Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, who was the first to let England 
know the full value of her own Carlyle? In 
pure and perfect English who is the peer of 
Washington Irving? Among orators, who 
can take rank above Webster, Choate, John 
Quincy Adams (“ the old man eloquent), 
Theodore Parker, Edward Everett, Sumner, 
Lincoln, Garfield, Wendell Phillips, Win- 
throp, Beecher, and Ingersoll? Do we no- 
cupy a dead level” of mediocrity in the 
sciences, with our wonderful array of inven- 
tions and with such works as those by 
Pierce in mathematics, Agassiz in icthyology, 
Gray in botany, Wilson and Audubon in or- 
nithology, Nott and Glidden in ethnology, 
Owen, Dana, and Winchell in geology, Ca- 
rey, Perry, and Walker in political economy? 
Has not this century-old country furnished 
them with the two greatest explorers of our 
common language, Webster and Worcester? 
Has it not compelled them to concede the su- 
periority of eur atlases, charts, and text- 
books, and even to adopt our own free-school 
system of education? Have they not been 
compelled to recognize our painters and 
sculptors, and do they not yearly come to us 
for singers, without whom their lyric stage 
would be poverty-stricken? When these re- 
sults are compared with the English level (if 
a country can be said to have a level where 
afew are at the top and the vast mass are 
at the bottom and can never rise), and 
consideration is made for our youth, our 
immense area to be developed, our inexperi- 
ence, our limited advantages, and our utter 
absence of leisure, what remains of this 
snarling Tory’s charge of the dead level of 
medioerity ”’? 


A PARTY WITHOUT A PRINCIPLE. 

Senator McPherson, of New Jersey, a 
Democrat somewhat advanced in years and 
one who has been a Bourbon ever since he 
became a voter, gives up all expectation of 
having a Democratic issue again on which 
that party can successfully appeal to the peo- 
ple. In a recent interview he thus ex- 
pressed his despair: 

What view do you take of the future of po-

think that there are no differences between 
the present parties of any consequence. Un- 
questionably, the National supremacy is the de- 
sire of almost every voter today, no matter 
whether he is a Democrat or a Republican.

We have no question that in this abandon- 
ment of the State-sovereignty or State-su- 
premacy doctrine as opposed to National au- 
tority Mr. McPherson expresses the real sen- 
timents of the masses of the Democratic 
party, though the party platform may still 
contain the old legend. The Democratic 
party once had strong and fixed principles 
which it was accustomed to parade, and 
which really commended themselves to the 
people. But the party was finally over- 
shadowed by slavery, and gradually all its 
once honored principles were suppressed or 
subordinated to the Divine right of property 
inman.

what avail is it to be orthodox in the Carolinas 
or Georgia? If the policy of a Solid South 
be a failure, why should any of the broken 
and disunited Southern States stand any 
longer in the way of their own interests and 
do violence to the civilization of mankind by 
their inhuman efforts to perpetuate a slavery 
that is condemned by law? The preserva- 
tion of the Solid South was the last anclior 
that held the Democratic party, but even 
that has given way, and Senator McPherson 
may well exclaim in his despair that the par- 
ty is wrecked, hopelesly and forever. 

Mr. McPherson finds in the future several 
schemes of plunder which he thinks the 
Democracy may well take a hand in, and at 
Jeast Share in the distribution of spoils which 
they promise. He proposes that the tax on 
whisky be abolished, and the hundred and 
more millions of dollars of taxes now due on 
spirits in bond be remitted, and that forever 
thereafter whisky shall be as free from taxes 
as the air we breathe! This scheme will ad- 
mit a very large and generous distribution 
and the election of Democrats wherever 
there is a constituency in favor of free whis- 
ky and free tobacco. It is true that this will 
prove a loss of $140,000,000 of revenue to the 
Government annually, which loss Mr. Me- 
Pherson proposes to make good by an in- 
creased tax on the cotton and woolen cloth- 
ing of men, women, and children; on their 
boots. and shoes; on their articles of furni- 
ture; on their carpets and cutlery; on the 
tools of labor: on their wire fences; and on 
the lumber, the wagons, and harness, and 
nails, and other fron and steel used in ma- 
chinery and otherwise. 

Having released whisky and tobacco from 
taxation, the gentleman points out that the 
$140,000,000 of reserve thus lost must be made 
up by increased taxes on all the necessities 
of life, and that this increased revenue shall 
be distributed to the States to be by them ex- 
pended in internal improvements. The coun- 
try has had one experience in the way of in- 
ternal improvements by the States, and we 
do not believe the people of the United 
States are willing to engage in an undertak- 
ing from the cost of which forty years of 


vigorous taxation has not enabled them to re- 


cover. 

Senator McPherson’s lamentation over the 
political bankruptcy of the Democratic party 
will hardly encounter remonstrance any- 
where. In the off-year the States of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Vir- 
¢inia have written their condemnation of the 
party which confesses itself without any 
prineiple, and which has even lost its one 
element of strength, aSolid South. Virginia 
Democracy even has broken down, and the 
once all-powerful party is now a tramp with- 
outa home and without a name that it can 
call its own. 


GRANT, THOMAS, AND ADA. 

Tue TRIBUNE has given some attention to 
the assaults of Gen. Schofield upon the fame 
of Gen. Thomas and the defense of the lat- 
ter by his brother-officers. Another injus- 
tice to the memory of Thomas is now ina 
fair way of being corrected through the ex- 
ertion of Gen. Boynton in the Cincinnati 
Gazette. The late Gen. Hatleck stated ata 
public dinner ashort time before his death 
that Gen. Grant had ordered the removal of 
Thomas a few days prior to the battle of 
Nashville, and that this removal, which as 
the event showed would have been a public 
calamity, was only prevented by a lucky ac- 
cident. Gen. Grant was then President. 
His attention was called to Halleck’s state- 
ment by Boynton, who was referred to 
Badeau for further information. Badeau 
flatly denied the statement, and gave 
documents to show that while Grant 
did not order the removal of Thomas 
he would have been abundantly justi- 
fied in so doing. Badeau at that time 
had exclusive access to the files of the War 
Department, and was authorized to pillage 
them at his pleasure for material for his 
„Military History of the War,” which is 
simply a prolonged glorification of Gen. 
Grant. 

In this “ hlstory“ the same suppression of 
the truth and suggestion of falsehood with 
reference to Thomas have been committed 
as in the previous interview with Boynton. 
Badeau has omitted from his account of the 
Nashville campaign some ten or twelve offi- 
cial dispatches, all highly important and 
germane to the narrative. These dispatches 
show that Grant ordered the removal of 
Thomas just before the Nashville campaign, 
not once merely, but twice; that he was con- 
stantly urging Thomas in the most impera- 
tive manner to attack; that the delay of the 
latter was a source of irritation and grave 
offense to Grant. 

Up to this point history has abundantly 
vindicated the wisdom and judgment of Gen. 
Grant. But it appears trom these suppressed 
dispatches that Thomas had a complete jus- 
tification for not attacking, and that if he 
had acted upon Grant’s early orders he must 
inevitably have sacrificed his army. Thomas 
had been stripped of his best troops and all 
his transportation to supply Sherman. He 
had to wait for horses barely sufficient to 
mount cavalry for the protection of his 
wings. Moreover, the enlistment of 12,000 to 
14,000 of his troops expired, and their places 
were supplied by perfectly raw levies. 
Finally, when he did get ready to move, 
though still vastly inferior in numbers, a 
storm of sleet covered the whole country 
with ice, and it was a physical impossibility 
for cavalry or infantry to march. In his 
own good time, having provided for 
every possible contingency, Thomas struck, 
and Hood's army was annihilated. 
There never was such a complete 
demolition of a disciplined force as that 
which took place in this instance. Hood 
never took the offensive again. Thomas not 
only vindicated his own wisdom in the re- 
sult, but he put wholly in the wrong his 
superior officers, who had been goading him 
to fight before he was ready, and twice 
ordered his removal for not rushing in un- 
prepared. Badeau’s motive for suppressing 
the dispatches referred to is, that, in a sense, 
they do not redound to the honor of Gen. 
Grant; but as the latter already had glory 
enough and to spare without robbing Thom- 
as there would seem to be no good reason 
why his superserviceable biographer should

The years 1876-'79, asked for by the corre- 
spondent, do not fully exhibit the enormous and 
rapid reduction of the debt. During that period 
the Government was preparing for the resump- 
tion of specie payments, and sold 5100, 000. 00 
bonds to provide a reserve for that purpose. 
But the increase of the debt was only apparent, 
as there was cash in the Treasury to offset it. 
Treasurer Gilfillan in bis anuual report, an ab- 
stract of which was printed Nov. 5, puts the 
facts concerning debt reduction of the last 
fiscal year in brief as follows: 

United States bonds amounting to $85,304,050 
were retired during the year. 

Commenting on this report, the New York 
Nation of last week said: 

Treasurer Gilfilian’s report is probably the 
most extraordinary document ever presented to 
u political community. There is a surpius rev- 
enue this year of over $100,000,000, and the reve- 
nue increased $27,000,000 over that of last pecs. 

$85,000,000 was spent in reducing the — blic 
debt. The stock of guid and silver in the 
ury bas risen to 000. 000, the amount of gold 
having increased over $39,000, (000 since last year 
and that of silver over $16,000,000. Putting 
aside the greenbacks, the demand liabilities of 
the Treasary fall below its assets by over $146,- 
000,000. The fund for the redemption of the green- 
backs is kept at about #) per cent of their total 
amount, which is $362,580.65. No public finan- 
cler bas ever had such a story to tell. No other 
nation ever got its finances into such a comfort- 
able condition except by robbery. 

The actual reduction of the interest-bearing 
debt since Aug. 31. 1865, has been $714,000.000, 
and of the annual interest charge from 6150. 
977,608 to $61,062,177, or $90,000,000 in round num- 
bers. 

For full statistics concerning revenue from 
tobacco, spirits, sugar, etc., the correspondent 
is referred to “Spofford’s American Almanac,” 
which can be obtained by forwarding 25 cents to 
the Librarian of Congress, and isa valuable 
compendium of statistics. The total revenue 
from customs in the last fiscal year ended June 
30, 1881, was very nearly $200,000,000, and from 
internal revenue about $135,000,000. By items, 
for the year ended June .

LORNE. 
LIVERPOOL, Nov. 14.—Lord Lorne arrivéd 
today, and was met by the Princess Louise, 
and, with her, proceeded to Eton Hall, the 
seat of the Duke of Westminster, near 
Chester.

THE “MARK LANE EXPRESS” 
in its review of the grain trade of the past 
week says: Autumn wheat sowing is nearly 
finished, The mild weather caused the ear- 
lier sowings to appear above ground. Na- 
tive wheats are arriving slowly of generally 
inferior quality. In London and some pro- 
vincial markets the week’s supply is very 
small. Prices throughout the country 
are very little altered. The supply 
of country flour is gradually decreas- 
ing. The consumptive demand is principaily 
of the best grades. Inferior grades were 
difficult to sell. Values in London are 
about the same, but in the country the mar- 
kets were irregularly lower. Trade during 
the week in foreign wheat was very quiet. 
In London rates did not improve, although 
descriptions were more firmly held, because 
of the relative scarcity. Fresh supplies of 
red winter are very small. Australian, 
New Zealand, and the finest Fast 
Indian sort are becoming scarce. In 
London white inferior East Indian is plenti- 
ful. The bulk of the spot supply consists 
of Russian, Ghirkas, and inferior East Indi- 
an. Foreign flour arrives slowly, the bulk in 
London consisting of European, the Ameri- 
can supply being small. Maize is certainly 
higher in value relatively. There is a fair 
prospective supply of European. Friday in 
London mixed American fetched Ws. 6d., 
ex. ship, a decline of 3d. There is rather a 
small spot supply of barley, but rates are 
rather lower. The off-coast market is 
fairly well supplied with wheat cargoes. 
Eight sales were reported, including five 
Ghirkas, which declined about 18. 6d. per 
quarter at the beginning of the week, but al- 
most completely recovered Saturday. At the 
close of the week buyers were offering 53s. 
6d. for red winter. Sales of English wheat 
during the week were 49,136 quarters at 46s, 
3d. per quarter, against 43,771 quarters at 43s. 
5d. per quarter for the corresponding week 
last year. 


TUNIS.

GENERAL DISCONTENT AND DISORGANIZA- 
TION, 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
Sr. Pererspure, Oct. 11.—I should like 
you to know the state of public opinion now 
in St. Petersburg. I have lived twenty years 
in this country, and have always moved in 
Russian society, but have never heard such 
universal discontent as at the present mo- 
ment. The Russians themselves own it. 
The same remark was made to me by an En- 
glishiman, who has also been a long time 
here and whose occupations bring him in 
contact with the most intelligent classes; 
and the most extraordinary thing for Russia 
is that they don’t care to hide their discon- 
tent. 

Since the proclamations of the Nihiltsts “ 
a fortnight ago (of which I sent you a copy), 
informing the Emperor that on the Ist of 
October he would meet with the fate of his 
father, society has been in a perfect com- 
motion, and every one is expecting something 
to happen—not on the Ist, as no doubt the 
Nihilists will wait a little to throw the court 
off its guard—butin a short time. The pres- 
ent state reminds one of the panic after the 
explosion at the Winter Palace, when 
proclamations were thrown about saying that 
on the 19th of February, the jubilee of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Emperor’s 
coronation, the town was to be blown up in 
various quarters. Then persons were anx- 
lous about their property. Now itis felt that 
if anything should happen to the Emperor 
“the Mounjiks“ (common people) would 
make that a pretext for falling on the nobles 
and richer classes. Yet so great is the dis- 
content at the present management of affairs 
that I have heard from hundreds of the most 
intelligent persons within the last tortnight 
that it would not be a bad thing (if only he 
was not hurt) that his Majesty should have 
a good fright. It would perhaps bring him 
to his senses, and teach him that he has 
other things to do than play cards and hunt 
all day, leaving the management of affairs 
in the hands of incompetent Ministers.

Circular by the LJllinois Board of 
Health on the Subject of Unsafe Wa- 
tering-Piace Hotels.

A HAPPY ENDING. 


Aa Elopement, a Prosecution for Per- 
jury, an Acquittal, Two Families BRe- 
united, and Everybody Happy.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 14.—The case of the 

United States vs. Frank L. Bixby for perjury, 
tried before Judge Gresbnm, in the United 
States Court, came to a conciusion Saturday 
aftérnoon, the jury, under the instructions of 
the Court, finding a verdict of not guilty. This 
action was necessitated not by failure of proof 
af the defendant's guilt, but by a variance of 
the proof from the description of the instru- 
ment set out in the indictment. Bixby was de- 
fended by ex-Senator McDonald, George C. 
Nutier, and the Hon. J. W. Gordon. The case 
has been pending for several years, and bas a 
bistory of rather exceptional interest. Previ- 
ous to the time of the embezzlemeut Bixby was 
a young lawyer of fair standing at the 
bar of this city, being a member of 
the firm of Rooker, Bixby & Norton. 
The legal business was theu booming, and 
young Bixby dressed in the hight of fashion and 
cut a pretty wide swath. Although a married 
man, and the father of a sweet little daughter, 
he became infatuated with the young wife of a 
prominent business mau, and his illicit passion 
was reciprocated. The woman was sprightly, 
gay, and possessed of more than ordinary 
comeliness, and an intimacy which had its 
origin in a neighvorly acquaintance rapidly 
carried the parties beyond all control. and one 
morning it was found that the guilty couple had 
deserted their families and eloped together. 
Nothing was heard of them for some days. 
Meanwhile the business affairs of Bixby were 
looked into, and it was found that be was short 
in bis accounts with several trust funds to the 
extent of about $1,100. Ry and vy the wanderer 
returned, and tor several days concealed him- 
self in au upper room at the house of a 
friend, seeking to gain un interview with bis de- 
serted wife. Meantime, bhuwever, she had 
brought suit for a divorcee, and, either before or 
after his return, a divorce was vraated ber. But 
wonderful is the love of woman! His earnest 
and repeuted entreaties and promises of tuture 
good conduct at length prevailed on ner to take 
him back, and they were remarried. It is pleas- 
nut to record that Bixby’s repentance seems to 
have been thorough and sinvere, and be is said 
to be ieading an hunest life in one of the towns 
of this State, baving some employwent on one 
of the raiirvads. Astor che compauion of Bix- 
by, after remaining a year or more with rela- 
tives in a distant State, ber broken family was 
ulso reunited, and she is now living happily with 
her husband and child in this city. During Bix- 
by’s trial his mother, an awed woman, bis wife. 
a rather pretty, vrigut-look ing brunct, and his 
little child were in constant § attendance. 
The tittle girl has a sweet, fair fuce, 
with yellow locks creeping out from the hat 
over der furehead, and her innocent heediles- 
ness of what was going on was in striking con- 
trast with the strained, attentive faces of the 
rest of the group.

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The Vanderbilt Roads Deny that 
They Under— Every 
Fellow for Himself. 


Muddle to Be Tackled 
a Today. 
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The Wily Hinckley’s Finger in the 
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Jewett Deulsg Wat Erle Is About to 
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Rivals.’ 
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The New Freight-fchedule of ‘the Penn- 
sylvania Road from Boston 


to Chicago. 2 
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Eastern Freight-Rates Still Unsettled. 


There is no change in the situation as far as 
east-bound freight-rates are concerned. The 
officials of the Vanderbilt roads—the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern and Michigan Central— 
still insist that they did not reduce freight-rates 
at Saturday's mecting, and that their tariff on 
the basis of 2% cents, grain Chicago to New 
York, is still in force. They offer no explana- 
tion, however, of the fact that the fast-freight 
lines runumg over their roads, as weil as a num- 
ber of leading shippers, were informed shortly 
after the meeting that their roads would again 
take business on the 20-cent basis. It is stated 
quite positively by parties who ought to know 
that the account of the railway meeting given 
in Sunday's TRIBUNE was entirely correct. Those 
present at the meeting were cautioned not to let 
the newspapers know that rates had been re- 
duced, as they did not like to have the matter go 
before the public, and thus show that they have 
taken the back track. Everybody understands 
that the Vanderbilt roads cannot get 
25 cents on grain and 30 cents ou 
provisions when the other roads charge but 2 
ceots on grain and B cents on provisions, and 
there can, therefore, be no good reason why the 
Vanderbilt people should insist that their 2- 
cent tariff is still in force. It is positively 
known that the Vanderbilt roads have taken 
all the grain they could get at 20 cents, and pro- 
visions at 25 cents, ever since they advanced 
the rates to 2 and cents. It is even claimed 
that the Merchants’ Despatch, the leading fast- 
freight line running over Vanderbilt's roads, 
made contracts last week for provisions at 20 
cents per 100 pounds. The fact is, there are no 
tarif rates, and the roads are taking business at 
the best rates they can get. The published tar- 
iffs subserve the purpose of getting rid of im- 
portunate shippers who do not belong to the 
favored ciass,and who are simply “biuffed”’ 
with the statement that such are the rates, and 
their business cannot be taken at anything less. 

An effort is to be made todav or tumvrrow to 
bring about a conference between the Managers 
and General Freight Agents of tbe various Eust- 
ern roads, in order to bring ut some uni- 
formity in rates. Mr. Lunsing Millis, General 
Manager of the Vermont Ceniral, and Mr. Joba 
Porteous, General Freight Ageut of the Grand 
Trunk, were ex to urrive here last night 
to take part in these proccedings. There is un 
evident desire on the part of all the Eastern 
lines to stop the present senseless and disastrous 
competiuon, and agree upon such uniform rates 
as can be maintained upon all the lines. But it 
is hardly probable that such result can be ac- 
complished as long as the causes which brought 
on this fight have not been removed, and this 
can only be done ze Presidents of the trunk 
lines themecives. This is impossible as long as 
Mr. Vanderbilt maintains his present position, 
and refuses to meet the Presidents of the other 
trunk lines for such purpose. It is not known 
whether or not the Vanderbilt people will take 
part in the conference to be held today or to- 
worrow. The likelihood is that they will main- 
tain their indepeadent position. 

Theamdvance in west-bound freights, which 
was to bave goneinto effect today by all the 
Eastern trunk lines, was made by the Pennsyi- 
vania only. The otner trunk lines did not make 
the advance because the Boston & Aibany claim 
not to be ready yet for such an advance, and it 
is claimed by the Managers of the New York 
roads that they cannot charge bigber rates from 
New York than are charged from Boston. It is 
doubtful whether the Pennsylvania can main- 
tain the advanced rates if the other trunk lines 
keep up the old ones, fur the Philadelphia and 
Baltimore mercbants would not be able to stand 
such discrimination. 

It was the intention of Commissioner Midgley, 
of the Southwestern Railway Association, to 
issue yesterday a new tariff, based upon the ad- 
vanced west-bound rates from the East, but, 
being informed by Commissioner Fink that the 
advanced rates had not been put into effect by 
all the lines, be did not feel warranted in get- 
ting outa new tariff. 


The New Freight Schedule of the 
Pennsylvania Road from Boston to 
Chicago. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Nov. 14.—The new freight schedule 
to Chicago by the Pennsyivania Railroad went 
into effect today. Some dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the Pennsylvania office because the 
other lines continued to take freight at the low 
rates fixed Aug. 6. It bas been expected that 
the different lines would act in uniso in in-

The oaturul result of the pres- 
ent cond.tion of affairs is to deprive the Penn- 
syivania Road of a portion of its business, but it 
is believed that many of its old customers will 
continue to patronize it, and its present 
business is stated to be so large, especialiy trom 

New York, a8 to severely test its resources. An 

increase of business, with a low rate and small 

pss: would not be very beneficial to the Boston 
Albany and New York Central Roads, but it 
might result in injury to the Penusylvania. 

Wnetber ew York Central Road will con- 

tinue to malar the rate of Aug. 6 cannot be 

detinitly stated. It may ~~ within a tew 
days, but. it it continues to base its freigbt 
charges upon the present tariff, the Penosylva-

Not Fast Euouch. 
The New York Sun has the following regard- 
ing the fast trains now being rua by the Penn- 
eyivania and New York Central between Chi- 


cago and New York: 

The Penusylvania Railroad Company have 
lately estublisbed a train to Chicagu running 
through in twenty-six hours, and Mr. Vander- 
bilt has followed the example. The time of 
these trains between New York and Chicago 
amounts to about an hour for every thirty-five 
miles of the distance. 

It ie stated that a ain making the same 
speed will shortly be pat on by the Pennsylvania 
Company between New York and Cincinnati; 
and this is thought very fast time indeed. 

Yet the last trains between New York and 
Philadelphia ure run still faster. Those between 
New Lor and New Haven must be about as fust. 

The truth, bowever. is that our ruilroad trains 
are generally slow. Ia Eurland forty miles an 
bour is the ordinary rate at whicb trains are ruu 
in every direction. The great train known as 
the Fiying Scotchman. between London and 
Edinburg, wakes the distance at the rate of an 
hour to every sixty miles. 

It is true the locomotives and coaches used in 
Euglaud we much lighter than ours, so that 
they do nut pound the rails with such tremen- 
dous impact; but if it is necessary to have such 
rulling-stock in order to make sixty miles an 
bour the Pennsylvania Railroad Company or any 
other stroug company can certainly procure it. 

We must dave taster traius in this countrys, 
even if the curves have to be straightened out 
for it. Ou such a raiirvad as the Peunsylvania, 
the best managed of all our railroads, there is 
no extraordinary daoger in a high rate of 
speed, even witb the curves as they are. It is 
more expensive, no doubt, because the wear 
and tear are greater; but these can be paid 
for by higher rates of fare or by more pussen- 

rs. 


For instance, people ought to be conveyed 
between New York and Boston in four bours, 
and it should be possible to travel between New 
York and every city in the country at the rate 
of an hour to each fifty miles of distance. It is 
high time for our railroad men to enter upon 
such a development of speed.

AROUND THE LAKES. 

THE BRUNSWICK-CARLINGFORD COLLISION— 
CAPT. CHAMBERLAIN’S ACCOUNT OF THE DIS- 
ASTER. 

Derrorrt, Mich., Nov. 14.—Capt. Chamberiain, 
of the sunken steamer Brunswick, has arrived 
in this city and gives the following account of 
the collision between bis vessel and the schooner 
Car! ord off Port Colborne Saturday: The 
Bru ick left Buffalo at 10 o'clock Friday 
night with a cargo of 1,500 tons of hard coal 
bound for Duluth. It was snowing and a little 
thick when we left, but at ll at night was quite 
clear, with the wind about east-southeast, seven 
miles per bour. At 12 o'clock the First Mate, 
Jobn Frazier, took charge, and I went aft for 
lunch. When 1 left the deck the weather 
was alittle hazy, although I could plainly see 
Dunkirk light, twelve miles off. Went into the 
cabin, took off my overcoat and boots, ate the 
lunch, sat down by the steam-heater for a 
smoke, and was puttmg on my boots to go for- 
ward where my room was, when I felt a slight 
jar, and immediately afterwards beard the sig- 
nai for the engine to stop and back. A second 
Jar was felt, which | supposed was caused by 
the vessel rolling and striking against the bow 
of the Brunswick. I immediately ran forward, 
and found that we had collided with a schooner. 
Il said to the mate, This is a bad job, Mr. Fra- 
zier.” To which he answered, ** Yes, sir, it 18.“ 
The Second Mate came on deck at this time, and 
I sent him beiow to sec if we were leaking. He 
quickly returned, and said, “Captain, we are 
sinking.” I saw that the men on 
schooner had towered yawl and 
could save themselves, so I headed the Bruns- 
wick forshore. I did not believe at the time 
that we were sinking, but I went below and 
foun@ that she was rapidly filling. 1 closed the 
buikhead down, and set the pumps at work. 
Three-quarters of an hour after the collisioa 
the Brunswick went down, head foremost. 
Seven men, including two mates, were in the 
port boat; the two cooks, myself, and the re- 
mainder of the crew, eight persons in all, were 
to go inthe starboard yawi. The boats were 
hoisted and swung out on davits, and some men 
remained on deck to push them off. All had on 
life-preservers except myself. As the steamer 
sank she seemed to me to break in two, as she 
took a sudden lurch to the starboard and rolled 
Over the yawi. Mr. Francomb, the en- 
gxineer, who was on deck shoving 
the yawl out, seemed to get jammed 
between her and the cabin, and I never saw bim 
atter she went over. I let loose the stern yawil, 
but the man at the bow didn't unhook his end, 
so that the yawl was taken down with the 
steamer. 1 thought the yawl would come up 
again, and they told the cooks to hang to their 
seat. They did so, and I never saw them again. 
l went down a great distance before I let go, 
and when I did let gol thought I would never 
get to the top again. When I got up I caught 
on to some pieces of wreck, and was picked up 
by the port at and with the others taken to 
Dunkirk. WhenI reached land I was so much 
exhausted that I had to be carried ashore. Capt. 
Chamberlain states that he learned the follow- 
ing factg concerning the accident from mem- 
bers of the crew: The Brunswick was heading 
west southwest and the schooner seemed to 
bead about northeast by east; she was 
showing her green ligbt when she was reported 
by the watchman; the mate said to the wheel- 
man: “Starboard your wheel: we will under 
her stern.“ This course was pursued for some 
time, when the wheelman called out to the mate: 
Nr. Frazer, the schouner is coming in stays.“ 
Port your wheel, then,“ called out the mate. 
Then looking at the schooner through bis giass 
he said: No; keep herstarboard. We haven't 
time to port.“ Before any other move could be 
made the collision occurred. The fact that the 
schooner luffed when immedately ahead of 
the steamer would seem to

on the port side. John Frazer, the Mate, is an 
experienced sailor, having had command of sev- 
eral large steamers, including the Isaac May 
and Mineral Rock. He is about 60 years of age. 
John Francomb, the lost engineer, was also 
about 60 years old, and das several grown-up 
sons. He formeriy lived in Windsor, and was 
formerly engineer on the transfer steamer 
Union. Mrs. A. G. Fletcher, the cook, was a 
widow, and bad, besides the daughter who was 
lost with ber, a son and daughter, tbe latter be- 
ing the wife of Capt. Tucker, of the barge 
Wenona. The Brunswick was owned by Charies 
Bewick, of this city, and came out only last 
spring. She was vaiued at $150, and insured 
tor 000 in the Phoenix, Lamar, Philadelphia, 
and Underwriter Companies. 

ASHORE NEAR SPIDER ISLAND REEF.

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 14.—Theodore Plathner, a 
Milwaukee wood-dealer, today received intelli- 
gence that the scow K. H. Becker was driven 
ashore at a wood station called Newport, not far 
distant from Spider Isiand Reef, at the lower 
end of Lake Michigan. The Becker has on a 
full cargo of wood. and as the bottom wire she 
lies is rocky there is little prospect of rescuing 
ber.

One might expect after 
this vast outlay that it would be almost perfec- 
tion in every detail, but it is far otherwise. The 
buildings are of the most ‘go order, 
not much, if any, above laker-beer-garden 
style. Such a gem of architecture as the wait- 
ing-room at the bead of Drexel boulevdtd or 
the pavilion in Humboldt Park would be looked 
for bere in vain, 

Il remark incidentally that the park system of 
Chicago is still almost wholly without adequate 
buildings, and the next year or two will doubt- 
less witness many improvements in that direc- 
tion. Let us hope, then, that, tak warning by 
the failure here and in Prospect Park, Brook- 
lyn, the several Boards of Commissioners will 
realize the importance of erecting buildings of 
such convenience and architecture as shall be 
suited to the parks and challenge universal ad- 
miration. Tomy mind there is no more impor- 
tant question relating to the park interest. 

The park interest of this city is something co- 
lossal. Not only Central Park, but all the parks 
and squares of the city and that part of the city 
above the Harlem River, the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards lately incorporated with 
it, and which are as great in area as the city 
proper—all these are included in the rt- 
ment of Public Parks, ot which the four — 
missioners are the beads. ‘They, as in the West 
parks of Chicago, serve without remuneration 
except the President, who may receive a salary 
of 000 per annum. 

That a work of such magnitude can receive 


adequate attention from men servi gra- 


tuitously is simply incredible. The Commis- 
siovers are appointed by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil; as at present constituted there are three 
Democrats and one Republican, and the former, 
not being able to agree asto who shall be Pres- 
ident, are ata deadiock and, without an exeou- 
tive. But by common consent the Republican 
member, the Hon. 8. H. Wales, transacts the 
most important business. Perhaps ere long, in 
a spasm of good sense, they will make him 
ident. 

A glimpse of New York would hardly be com- 
plete without some notice of its peopie. The 
muititudes of well dressed men and good look- 
ing ladies who throng this martis truly aston- 
ishing. Truly itisacity of abundance even to 
the diamonds, which, if not as common here as 
roofers’ eravel in Chicago, are, to say the 
least, conspicuously 80. 

In journalism Chicago bas nothing to learn 
from this exclusive town. One would scarcely 
know from the dispatches that there is any 
place in creation except New York. The inte- 
rior cities are never more than incidentally 
mentioned.

THE CHICAGO FAIR. 


Arrangements Made by Which It 16 to 
Be Placed on a Permanent Basis. 

The people of Chicago will be glad to know 
that a grand yearly fair is now an assured thing, 
and that its management will be in the hands of 
men whose character is u sufficient guarantee 
that the institution will be honestly and ably 
managed. The inauguration of these fairs last 
summer. it now appears, was but the preiim- 
inary movement looking to grander and more 
successful ones in years to come, 

Immediately following the close of the recent 
fair a coterie of leading citiseas having in view 
the perpetuity of an institution which had 
demonstrated its usefulnesg and popularity 
from the start began negotiating for the pos- 
session of the Chicago Driving Park, at 
least during a portion of the fall and 
summer seasons, with a view of creating 
a permanent fair which, it was designed, should 
not possess certain featureg which, although 
common to race-tracks the worid over, are not 
looked upon with favor by the average agri- 
culturist and stock-raiser, whose support and 
encouragement is considered essential to suc- 
cess. 

The negotiations have resulted ina ‘ease by 
which the present management of the park re- 
leases control of the property for a period of 
about six weeks each year, or during weeks 
pererene subsequent to the time for holding the 

air. 

The lease is signed by 8. K. Dow, President, 
and H. V. Bemis, Treasurer, on behalf of the 
park, and by J. H. Sanders of the Breeders’ Ga- 
Zelte, D. L. Hall, the preseut secretary of the 
the Sie Park, and Alvin Hulbert, proprietor of 


the Sherman House. Under the lease t 
named gentlemen acquire tte absolute owner- 
ship of all the 1 voments on the grounds 


hich they pay $22,000 cash. Another pro- 
vision is that from the tn of August to the Ist 
of October of each year the lessees have abso- 
lute possession, thereby acquire the use of 
the entire park, including the stables, sheds, 
the club-house furniture and appurtenances, 
and the use ot the track, and for these privileges 
they are to pay $2,500 annually. 

The lessees have until Dec. 5 to consummate the 
lease by the payment of the purchase money. 
There is no doubt of their success in this regard, 
and after acquiring ownership the stock of the 

ark, which by stipulation is transferred to the 
essees, will be distributed among several — 
lic-spirited and enterprising citizens who have 
already expressed a desire to support and en- 
courage a fair which wil be a it to the city. 

The scheme is a very meritorious one, ano will 
doubtless meet the approvaLof all who bave the 
prosperity and reputation of the city at heart. 

nder conscientious management, there is no 
reason why the Chicago Fair should not at once 
take rank with the leading shows of the coun- 
try. Under the lease there can be no conflict 
with the racing season, and the whole arrange- 
meut bears the appearance of having been made 
to accommodate all classes of people who patron- 
ize and support the agricultural fairs and races 
of the country. It is confidently expected that 
all the stock will be placed within the next thirty 
days, and the management contemplate many 
improvements during the coming spring.

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A SUCCESSFUL LIFE. 


Lecture by Dr. Thomas. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas lectured last evening in 
Central Music- Hall under the auspices of Whit- 
tier Post, G. A. R., his subject being A Suc- 
ceseful Life.“ The audience was nota large one, 
but was highly appreciative, and thoroughly 
enjoyed the Doctor’s presentation of his subject. 
He spoke entirely without notes. He said there 
were many erroneous impressious as to what 
really constitutes a successful life. The stand- 
ard is often placed too high, and then there 
is the consequent failure if that stand- 
ard is not reached. We are apt to look 
upon the leading men, such as the Presi- 
dents, Directors, and biers of moneyed 
institutions as the successful men, and to 
make them the standards of success in the busi- 
ness world. These were not the correct stan- 
dards, for there are only a few of these positions 
to be filled, and aliare not fitted to fill them. 
There are a great many people filling positions 
under the railroad Presidents and Directors of 
this country who are in a measure successful. 
The mechanics who build the engines, the engi- 
neers who run them, the conductors, brakemen, 
sbovelers, etc., lead as successful lives as the 
Presidents and Directors if they do get less 
money. The Occtor told a story of meeting a 
track-watohman at 4 o'clock one dark morning 
at a country station who had been walking the 
track for a number of miles between the 

ssage Of trains, examining the track, looking 
or broken rails, obstructions, etc. Upon ques- 
tioning the man the Doctor learned that be had 
repaired some misplaced rails that morning 
which, if not discovered in time, would have 
wrecked the next train that passed over the 
road. This poor track-watchman, earning less 
than 8 a month, was worth more than the 
President and Directors of the road, and was 
worth more than all the preachers in Kane 
County, where the incident related by the Doc- 
tor occurred. 

The lecturer also said the successful 
men in business, in a, in theology, 
in literature, and all other fields were not 
always those who occupied the leading positions, 
It was not fair to make the President of the 
United States, the Senatorsand Representatives 
in Cougress the standards. There were thou- 
sands of as successful men iu the country who 
would make as good Presidents and members of 
Congress as those now occu py ing those (teres 
It was the same in the military field. mena 
who fought with Grant, Sheridan, and Sherman 
were successful, though they do not get the 
meed of praise given to their commanders. 

Dr. Thomas said that to attain success in life 
seif-mastery and self-control were needed. it 
was too true that there were many who lacked 
self-mustery, as witnessed by the crimes of dis- 
honest — and cashiers. But the lecturer 
was inclinea to take a bopeful view of things, 
and said that for every dishonest clerk there 
were a thousand honest ones. At the close of 
bis lecture the Doctor was loudly applauded.

A casual 
search brought the third man to view from 
beneath a bed, and so soon as 
stood upon bis feet the Italian John Smith iden- 
tified him with the remark. * Amedeo—him,” 
pointing as he spoke to the resurrected Giglio. 
At the station the prisoner professed the densest 
ignorance of the English language, and dis- 
claimed by many grunts and gesticulations any 
knowledge whatever of the occurrence. 

His victim, after reaching the hospital, was 
taken in bands by the house 2 who as- 
sorted and rearranged his internal improve- 
ments, put them carefully back where they be- 
longed, sewed up the gaping wound, and pro- 
nounced the patient in a fair way to recover.

Formation of a Gigantic Pool of Dis- 
tillers to Curtall Manufacture—Basis 
ofthe Agreement.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 14.—The arrangements be- 
tween thé Western distillers for the formation 
of a big whisky pool and the reduction of the 
amount produced were completed today, and al) 
that now remains to do is the election of officers 
of the new association or pool and the fixing of 
the amount which each distillery is expected to 
pay in.

GRAPE- SUGAR. 


A NEW PROCESS FOR REFINING, GRANULATING, 

AND PULVERIZING THE CRUDE PRODUCT. 

Dr. William Robinson, of No. 147 La Salle 
street, has recentiy discovered a process for 
converting glucose, or grape-sugar, into the 
pulverized, granulated, or loaf forms—a process 
which, judged from the work it does, is apt to 
play an important part in the refining of this 
class of sugars. Just what the process 18, of 
course, is the Doctor's secret, though, in a gen- 
eral way, it may be said that it, combines both 
chemical and mechanical action for the removal 
of the gum, acids, and all other impurities from 
the lump of crude sugar and the transformation 
of the purified article into either the granulat- 
ed, pulverized, or loaf form. Dr. Rob- 
inson showed several samples of the crude 
—— a purified sugar to a TRIBUNE 

yesterday, and the results accom- 
plished dy his process were something wonder- 
The crude sugar itself comes in hard 
lumps of various sizes, slightly yellow as to 
color, and decidedly “ waxy as to touch. After 
underguing the purifying vrocess it is pertectiy 
white, dissolves readily in water, and is about 
HALF AS SWEET AS CANE SUGAR, 
the rank taste of the crude product having been 
entirely removed. The puritied sugar can be 
readily mixed with the cane, but, whether alone 
or mixed, makes a very palatable article. The 
Doctor claimws that be can convert crude grape- 
sugar into the refined articie, either granu- 
lated or pulverized, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed a quarter of a cent a pound. When 
thus converted and purified, he claims that it 
will not cost four ceuts a pound at wholesale, 
which is considerably less than the wholesale 
price of ocher sugars. He bas demonstrated 
that it is as feasit¥e to convert 100 barrels a day 
as it is to vonvert Halt a pound at a time, though 
his experiments us yet have not proceeded upon 
a lurge scale. It is understood t two or tree 
beavy glucose manufacturers, impressed with 
the impurtance of a process which promises to 
do so much for the future of grape-sugar, bavo 
offered to furnish the necessary capital to re- 
fine the crude product on a large scale, while 
others are reported to be anxivus to buy the 
secret outright. 

If Doctor correct in his statements, 
there need be no alarm as to the future of corn, 
nor any necessity for our relying on Cuba for 
sugar. 


W. W. O'BRIEN. 


ARRESTED FOR DISORDERLY CONDUCT AND RE- 
SISTING AN OFFICER. 

Upon every occasion that bas recently pre- 
sented itself W. W. O'Brien, the lawyer, bas 
abused and berated the police force, and he has 
occasionally gone,out of his way in a case to 
needlesly aggravate members of the foree who 
bave bappened to be interested in cases in which 
be had charge of the defense.

LEGED CAN.“ AND KEPé THERE BY OFFI- 
CLAL STUPIDITY AND NEGLECT. 

A prisoner in the County Jail, charged with 
being insane, smuggied the following note out 
yesterday: 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cook CoUNTY 4AIL, CHICAGU, Nov. 13.—DEAR 
Sin: Will you be so kind as to send one of your 
reporters to see me, aud do me a great favor? 
Very reepectfuliy, HENRY F. SMITH. 

A reporter visited the jail last evening and 
had a talk with the ‘alleged ludatic through the 
grated door of his cell. The followimg is what 
the prisoner said: 

“Il am much obliged to you for calling. My 
name is Henry F. Sinith, andlam a machinist 
by trade. I came to Cnicagu frum Worcester, 
Muss., three months ago. After bei here a 
moutu I gut work at my trade, and the uret day 
l worked I gut to drinking with some of the 
men in the shop. 1 borrowed a little 
money of one, and kept it up that night. 
About midnigat I went home to my room at No.

I was taken 
to the Chivago Avenue Station and booked as in- 
sane.

He said be had turned my case over to the 

County ut. The latter official was at the 

jail a few days afterward, and I asked bim to 

write to my frieuds in Worcester and to get me 

a change of clothes out of my trunk at my room. 

He suid be would, but 1 have not seeu or beard 

from him since. Dr. Biuthardt called here 

again today, and I usked bim why I was not 

. ven a trial or released, and he only repeated 

uguin that be baad turned my case over te the 

County Agent, and that I was in his charge. 

Now, I have been bere two months, without 

even inoney euough to buy paper, envelope, and 

& postage-stamp wherewith to write to my 

friends, and, although witbia a tew blocks of 

the room where my clothes were leit, | have 
found it impussibie to get even a chauge of 
linen. 1 think Chicago is one of the worst towns 
to live ininAmerica. I have just as much right 
to live bere as anybudy without being kept con- 
fined in the jail. Lhe worst thing about it all is 
that | should have been locked up the very tirst 
day Iweut to work. I am getting lonesome and 
discouraged here, and I thougut [ would like to 
let people know about it through THE TRIBUNE.” 

The reporter asked Martin Wallen, the turn- 
key of the insane department, if Smith was in- 
sane, and he replied: “He is no more insane 
than I um, and ought to be discharged.”

The hay market continues quiet and steady, 
littie being done outside of the trade for city 
consumption. In green fruits appies are weak- 
er, choice fruit being offered by the car-lot on 
track at §3.00 per bri—a decline within a week 
of 300 per bri. Other fruits are steady and 
quiet, foreign moving very slowly. Hides are 
fairly active, and, though receipts have fallen 
ef somewhat recently, there is no perceptibie 
gain of strength shown in the tone of the mar- 
ket. Grease and tallow are dull, the increasing 
stocks in each justance having a weukening 
tendency. Metals and tinners’ ware ure active 
and steady at guotations, Potatoes have be- 
come plenty for the time, and choice are weak 
at quotations.

Ends as Dead-Beat and 
Assasin. 


He Buys a Revolver and Shoots People 
on General Principles. 


He Declared Himself Sane, the Medical Experts 
\ Agreed with Him, 
—— 
And He Was Condemned to 
Death, as Guiteau Must Be. 


The nobis army of would-be lunatics has of 
late been joined by an egregious knave named 
Morisset, of Tours, France, whose history is sv 
well related in the report of the medical ex- 
perts, Danner and Legrand du Saulle, that it is 
given here almost verbatim: 

Lucien Morisset was barely 2 years of age 
when he lost his mother; this and an attack of 
measies were the sole misfortunes of bis child- 
hood. From the age of 6 to that of 11 he at- 
tended the school of the communeof bis village, 
subsequently taking private lessons for a year 
and working in his father’s garden. The resuit 
of a careful inquiry into the mental condition 
of his relatives bas shown that none of them 
were ineane or lacking in intelligence; the moral 
education of his mother, bowever, seems to 
have been sadiy negiected. When.15 years old. 
Morisset was sent to Tours and placed in the 
office of a notary, Morin by name, as elerk, on a 
salary of 16 francs per month—about 75 cents @ 
week. 

At this age, and while in receipt of this liberal 
pay. he was—in the words of the experts—" in- 
telligent, gentie, polite, of pleasing address, and 
serious; be had a lively imagination, and read 
constantly.” 

HIS PRIDE WAS IMMENSE, 

his ambibtion unbounded. On one occasion, 
while a mere boy, be was severely reproved by 
bis father. This injury to his seif-respect, or 
rather to his seif-conceit, so weighed upon bim 
that some years afterward, in a moment of 
youthful rage, madness, and despair, he threw 
himself into the River Cher, out of which, bow- 
ever, he managed to scramble with. very little 
loss of time. When asked the reason for his at- 
tempt at suicide he reviled: “ Life bad no ob- 
ject for me.” 

After bis saicidai flasco he entered the office of 
another notary—Monsieur Morin evidently feel- 
ing that 75 cents a week saved was 75 cents 
earned, although the experts do not deiyn to 
give the reasons of Morisset’s change, but 
werely say that the name of his new employer 
was Galpin, and that he remained with him until 
June, 1881. For the past fiveor six years bis 
Principal occupation, outside the arduous duties 
as notary’s clerk, was reading, and he contrived 
to tind time to devour au immense number of 
books. Moreover, in the privacy of bis bed- 
chamber he would, in bis leisure hours, declaim 
at great leagth not ouly from the writings of va- 
rious autbors, but even his own precious 
thoughts and ideas. 

He began to dream of making a name in liter- 
ature, of becoming a journalist and joining the 
editorial staff of a newspaper, subsequently out- 
ting a figure in politics—to 

BECOME A FOREIGN MINISTER, 
which office, by the way. seems to have a pe- 
culiar fascination tor, men of the genus 
“ crank.”’ 

With the literary idea in view he began to try 
his hand at poetry. undaunted by the many 
thousand cords of that rather uusalable articie 
now in the market, and strugried bravely 
against the same odds that a certain well-known 
bard in Michigan has found troublesome—name- 
ly: lack of early literary advautages. Any one 
who has the physique to read Morisset’s literary 
lucubrations will be occasionally refreshed with 
a noble sentiment scattered bere and there 
through a desert of extravagant notions and 
ambitious conceits. 

Strangely enough, de came soon to the con- 
clusion that be was lacking in the fundamental 
elements which go to make up the totality of a 
seaside reporter or @ country editor, ana fur- 
thermore even despaired of ever becoming a 
poet oraman of genius. The thought of con- 
tinuing as clerk toa notary maddened him, and 
he burst forth into malignant uterances against 
society—the author of all his ills—and mankind 
in general, which was plainly responsible for his 
geverail lack of everything. 

Some of his utterances read as follows: 
“When I calmiy consider the path that humani- 
ty has trod, when I see the goal which society 
has reached after its ancient slavery and the 
more horrible servitude which bas oppressed 
man during the reign of Christianity, I must 
needs pine for thee, O Attila, noble and grand, 
who did'st scatter whole nations to the four 
winds; who did’st 
BATHE THY SWORD IN THE BLOOD OF A 

WHOLE GENERATION; 

who did'st sell the inhabitants of an entire 
country like so many bornec cattie.”’ The etfect 
of reading Schiller's * Rrigand’s” was to rouse 
him to the following utterance: “1 am disgust- 
ed with society: it is ignobie and rampant; it's 
blood 16 like dishwater—two pale to stain my 
hundgs with.“ 

His religious and philosophical views would 
please a New-Light Moralist: “There is no 
God,” he says, “there is merely a universal 
force. Society has no right to punish crimes in- 
asmuch as it daily commits them. I believe 
that goodness is a consequence of evil; that 
man is not responsible for bis actions; that the 
consequenees of crime are advantageous to so- 
ciety. For instance, the majority of persons 
buy newspapers merely to read the ‘items’: if 
crime be suppressed the column of items is 
shortened, the newspaper loses its subscribers, 
and a number of employés must be discharged. 
In the words of Balzac. Society is the better for 
every deed. As a necessary consequence of 
these noble sentiments he begun in September. 
1880, systematically to rob his employer. Mon- 
sieur Gaipin. “I studied.“ said he, “robbery 
and its consequences, crime and its results, and 
proved that robbery is part and parcel of all the 
actions of mankind. For instance, does not the 
builder owe bis gains chiefiy to his workmen's 
endeavors: Is not the merchant enriched by 
the skill of his cierks?’" Then with huge gatis- 
faction he adds: In robbing Galpin I wreaked 
a certain amount of vengeance,” evidently 
meaning on society. 

In November, 1880, he climbed higher in his 
career and 

BOUGHT A REVOLVER; 
commenting on this purchase be says: “I knew 
very well that sooner or later my thefts woula 
be discovered, and when this should happen I 
was all ready not only to kill Galpin but several 
others.” By June, 1881, de had stolen in all 
from the long-suffering Galpin some 5,000 francs: 
his employer now becoming aware of his pecu- 
lations dismissed bim kinaly, alleging that he 
was too careless in hie accounts to be retained 
longer. Morisset left bim without a word, but 
remained in the City of Tours, in his former 
haunts, and made po effort to seek a new piace. 
During this period he consorted with honorabie, 
intelligent persons, and never allowed them to 
suspect that be was a “villain at heart.” On 
the I7th of June he met Dupins. head clerk to 
Galpin, who said to him: I do not understand 
why you are still here. Don't you know that I 
can have you arrested any time I wish?’ 

Morisset murmured a few words in reply, went 
to dinner, then to a café with a friend, and later 
going bome loaded his revolver and taking it 
with bim went out for a walk. 

About 9 o'clock be passed a group of persons 
by whom be imagined himself insuitea; turning 
around, 

Hk FIRED SIX SHOTS INTO THE CROWD 
without saying a word. All ran off except one 
wounded man, whe shouted loafer at Moris- 
set; the latter tried to shoot bim again, but 
finding his pistoi empty rau of alse. As a re- 
sult of this shooting, one Mousnier received a 
bullet in his left thigh and one Harvé a bullet in 
the left leg. Morisset, while running away. re- 
loadec bis revolver, and seeing a mau seated 
alone on @ bench shot at him on general princi- 
pies, and woundea bim — the abdomen.

He bad read the Memoirs of Lacenaire, and 
was filied with enthusiasm. “ Lacenaire,” says 
he, is a splendid man, of powerful iudi viduaii- 
ty. His work leads to enormous deductions.

Like Lacenaire, 1 
detested suciety. I was a strouger man im the- 
ory than Lacenaire, but as @ practical man 
Lacenuire wus stronger than I. 

One day Morisset comes down to himeeif and 
here is what he writes: “Shall 1 end like Luc- 
enaire? When Lask my conscience this question 
severely it says possibly.“ Poet, thief, assusin!“ 

We find in the writings of Morisset consider- 
able mention of the fictitious criminal exploits 
of one Alexander Fitzmann, and on Campar- 
ing the supposed replies of this dark ro 
of romance with the despicable th es ad- 
vanced by Morisset we must needs if the 
latter did not wish to write his own ͤ Ute before- 
band, and if in this be furthermore desired to 
imitate Laceuvaire, his model, whether he did 
not take purticuler pains in the slow premedita- 
tion ot bis crimesto secure for bimseli a glorious 
notoriety. Aman Who bas so bigh an opinion 
of himself and of bis own worth would never 
allow himself to die the death of a common wal- 
efaviur; he must surround bimself with the 
haio of a striking erime, the circumstance of 
bioody explvits. 

After the loss of his place under Galpin he 
bad so thoroughly decided to assasinpate the lat- 
ter that he made no effort to secure another po- 
sition, but calmly waited for bis money to be 
exhausted. He bad, to be sure, some seventy 
francs when arrested, but the rencuntre with 
Dupuis at 6 o'clock p. m. on the lich of June 
precipitated things, and chauged somewhat his 
plans. He imagined that his thefts were about 
to be revealed, and that be had no time to tose, 
but must make haste and bring bis affairstoa 
crisis. 

The medico-legal examiation of Morisset re- 
suited in the exclusion of 8 hallucina- 
tion, aivoholism, pathological impulse, morbid 
heredity, ete., ete, Nothing known to science 
could be clinically demunstrated or described. 
Not only had no one any evidence from words, 
acts, or writings previous to June 17, 1881, that 
his mental condition was unstable. but within an 
bour of the shvoting a friend had teft bim in 
the full enjoymeut of mental faculties. “ His 
state.” suid this person. Soulé by name, “ was 
entirely normal.“ The alleged provocation of 
the group in 8 street was due toa false im- 
pression. The young meu, as Morisset passed, 
were — 4 a song. the refrain of which was 
“Ab! ab voila! and this is all that it had 
to do with 3 ucvording to ** own admission. 

Morisset, as if foreseeing an argument con- 
cerning the degree of his responsibility, autici- 

ated it by maxing this proud and solema dec- 
aration. 

**T HAVE NO REGRET FOR THE CRIME 
which I have committed. I seek no extenua- 
tion, no excuse, I do not wish to be deemed a 
lunatic and piaced in au asylum for the insane. 
It my attorney pleads insanity for me he will le 
acrazier man than 1. What I did I wanted to 
do. I have too much comprebension of the 
deeds I accumplished to lay them to insanity. I 
have given wyself a trial and acquitted myself; 
but Morisset as Judge would condemn Morisset 
the ussusin.“ 

The conciusions arrived at by the experts were 
as follows: (i) Morisset is lacking in nos 
education. Left to himself too early in life. 
sturted wrong. Wisbiag to acquire more 24 
edge than his early opoortunities would permit, 
be vecame an intellectual failure. (2) Being as 
intellizent as be was Vain and ambitious, ac be- 
came the prey early in tife of illusions; then in 
a moment of despair be tried, when only 17, to 
coiumit suicide. Later in ite, after reading a 
number of despicable books, his judgment be- 
came distorted and be framed a code of ethics 
for himseif. (©) Morisset is not insane. No 
physician in France would assign him to an in- 
sane asylum. (4) The accused is then conscious 
of his actions and responsible for them; how- 
ever, considering the cerebral fatigue which be 
bas perhups uodergune, the passionate exag- 
gerations which he bas allowed bimecif to Dave. 
aud tho unusual gircumstances of the deeds 
committed by him, It is possible that his respon- 
sibility bas become weakened. 

Sept. 16, 1%1, the Court of Assizes of Indre- 
et-Loire condemned Lucien Morisset to death, 
the execution to oceurina public place at Tours. 
The jurors sicned a petition for mercy. 

The principul difference between Morisset and 
Guiteau seems to be that the former is very 
anxious to appear gane and the latter is very 
auxious to appear insane; the old question, 
“Which would you prefer, to be more of u fool 
than you look, or to seem more of a fool than 
you are?’ would be answered differently by each 
of these persons. 

In comparison with the murderer of our Presi- 
deut the Frenchman is a bero.

Ita Importation into France Still Pro- 
hibited—How the United States May 
Retaliate—Vigeorous Action of Spain 
and Great Britain under Similar Cire 
cumstances. ,

AnveErs, Beigium, Oct. 31, 1881.—On the 18th 
February of the present year the French Gov- 
ernment prohibited the importation into France 
of all kinds of American ary saited meats, only 
giving asareason that these products were in- 
jurious as buman food on account of containing 
the so-called trichine.” 

So much has been written on this subject that 
but littie remains for to add. One thing, 
however, is certain— ely: that the best sei- 
entific authorities, who have carefully examined 
American meats, have all come to conclu-
